in without turning : So that it 15s a 
very dithcult work to break the 
Chain and enter it by force. 

This Net of Pirates is very 
well prepared for the Attempts of 
any Chriſtian Enemy. None can 
do them the leaſt injury by Land 
or by Sea : 1o that here they re- 
treat as the Wild Beaſts 1n their 
Dens to enjoy their Thefts and 
Prey. 

That which renders the Town 
more ſtrong, is, that it js built 
upon a hard Rock, and cannot ea- 
lily be undermined. 

I have taken notice of 3 Places in 
the Caſtles that are but weak ;, In 
the great Cittadel, on the South 
ſide, isa riſing Hill as high as the

They have a great number of 
their Talubs,Religious Men, whoſe 
Duty is to read their Publick 
Prayers. They have many other 
ſorts of Men appointed to attend 
intheir Moſquets 3 ſome are to ex- 
pound the Mahymetan Law, and 
they 
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they are called Cadirs ; others are 
to invite the People totheir De- 
votions, and they are named Der- 


viſes ; ſome live by the Alms of 


the People ; others are Prophets 
and holy Men. 

Over all the Religious Orders 
there 1s one eſtabliſhed as the Su- 
preme Judge of all Comrover- 
lies, and he is honoured with the 
Title of 1/ar.but : He is the Judge 
between Man and Man, of Matters 
of Equity and Jultice.A certain {t1- 
pend is allowed unto him from the 
Publick Treaſury . He lives not 
upon the Inferiour Orders ; every 
one hath a ſetled Salary. The

I offered un 
to him 800 Dollars : He told me{ 
ſhould firſt go with him in the 
Countrey, and at his return 
ſhould have liberty tobe redeem'd 
if I behaved my ſelf well. | 

At that time the 1#rks did ſend 
out a ſtrong Army to gather th 
Contributions of the People, and 
to relieve Tremſen or Climſan, a 
ſtrong and populous City in the 
Country. 

There is a Garriſon of Turks 
that are ſent every year to that 
place, and another that comes 
from thence; for as it is a preat 
City, the Countrey round about 
do always ſubmit to thoſe thatare 
Maſters of that Place. It concerns 
therefore the Turks to fortifie and 
preſerve that City for themſelves! 
againſt the Attempts of the 4-7 


rabs, 
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rabs, that are their deadly Ene- 
mics. 

Having run through ſo many 
ſtrange and unexpected Fortunes, 
I did not hope to meet with leſs 
Variety in this Expedition, in the 
which I was engaged among(t the 
reſt; my Maſter was a Comman- 
der of a hundred Men: He was 
very paſtonate and laſcivious, ne- 
vertheleſs Valiant ; as I did after- 
wards learn.

Order, with our Flying Colours

that Fight was attributed to his 
Valour and Reſolution : For the 
Chriitians making a ſtout reſi- 
Nance, the Turks were diſcoura- 
ged from further Attempts, and 
not willing to continue their En- 
terprize longer, when he with his 
drawn Cymeter did compel ſome, 
and perſwade others to try again 
the Portuguez Courage, and fo by 
that means won the Ship, and 
brought great Riches into the Ci- 
ty : He wasever after highly e- 

cemed , and employed in great 
Afairs where any danger or diffi- 
culty did appear. For that Rea- 
ſon he commanded the Army that 
was to go the middle Circuit ; be- 


cauſe 1 
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cauſe there are a fort of P 

very valiant and ſtout, that ſome- 
times make a ſtrong Reſiſtance to 
the Turks, and when they ſee their 
advantage, they refnſe Tribuce. 

Our Army was compoſed of 
Horſe and Foot:a thouſand Horſe, 
and two thouſand Foot were num+ 
bred at the Muſters, beſides Slaves 
and Servants. 

The Cavalry was compoſed of 
Turks born, and Moors that had 
—_ their Countreys intereſt to 
erve them of Argiers; and for 
the moſt part they were Inohabi- 
tants of the City, and had there 


_ their Wives and Children. 


The Infantry was made up of 


| Renegado-Chriſtians , whereof 


there are ſuch number in thac 
place, that they bear all the ſway 
and command both by Sea and 
Land. They are as Imperious o- 


ver the reſt as the Janrzarics in 


F 2 Turky 
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Turky over the Greeks, and the 
Mamalukes in Egypt were over the 
ancient Inhabitants. 

The Divan is compoſed of this 
fort of men, who are moſt skilful 
becauſe they are acquainted with 
the Afﬀairs of Exrope, and better 
able to manage. the Publick Buſt- 
neſs relating to that part of the 
to give Orders. Some 
of them do get vaſt Eſtates, others 
are miſcrable and poor, and there- 
fore are obliged to the meaneſt 
Ottices. 

With this ſtrong Party we ſet 
forward, and came to a Place the 
firſt day called Atſabah, at two 
Leagues diſtance from the Sea : It 
was a pretty little Town fituate 


on the Decline of a pleaſant Hill, 


that was covered on the right 
hand with a Large Wood,extream 
Buſhy, about two Miles in length, 
The Houſes were more handiom 
than 


' 
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than we could expect in a Coun 
trey Village, - About it were. to be 
ſeen, the Ruines of old Buildings 
that did only appear. out of the 
Earth. A Chriſtjan Renegado 
that had ſtudied in the Univerſity 
of Salamanca, informed me, .that 
this place was named aucicntly 
Ste/peia., and that, it had been an 
Epiſcopal See in the time of the 
Chriſtian Churches. * F 

The Chief man of ihe piece wa J 
a Turk, retired from the Affairs , 
and Noiſe of the City, hr 
was reſolved to ſpend the reſt of 
his days, that were not very ma- 
ny 3 for I conceive he was above 
fourſcore. 

We lodged that night about 
this little Town, Round about 
Argeirs there are many ſuch, at 
ſome diſtance from the place. 

The next morning we marched 
by break of Day, and went five 

e 4 Leagues 
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Leagues before wedid reſt, We 
paſted by the Tents of many A- 


- rebs, who had gathered all their 


Corn. The Chief of every Fa- 
mily paid our Receiver in Dollars 
and Gold, whereof there is a great 
quantity all along the Sea-Coaſt. 
They informed vur General that a 
fnall number of their Countrey- 
men were met together, and were 
reſolved to diſpute unto us the paſ- 
ſage of a River. 

"This News made us ſtand upon 
our Guards, and was the occaſion 
of frequent Alarms given to our 
Camp; for at the ſight of a few 
—w <ng we did imagine the E- 
nemy to be at their Heels, and rea- 
dy to charge us. 

This days Journey was very 
—_ 3 fax; although I had my 

alters Lance, and a Gun to car- 
ry on my Shoulder, our Victuals 


that we brought with us were not | 
yet - 
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et ſpent, the way was very pood, 
a4" _— Bd hots that 
we met with, that gave usa great 
deal of ſport ; beſides TI had acco- 
ſted an Enghſp Turk, with whom 
I did entertain my felf of the Af- 
fairs of our Nation ; I found hia 
deſirous to ſeek his eſcape, becauſe 
he had not lighted upon fo good a 
Fortune as others in their Apoſta- 
fie, and becauſe he had been pur 
by an Employment that he had 
ſought afterz and I think his 
Conſcience did a little trouble 
him to have obfcured that Truth 
that he knew to be ſo; therefore 
when I took the liberty to lay it 
before his Eyes, he coutd not re- 
ſtrain his Tears. 

Our General had no difficulty 
this day; for ſeveral came and 
brought in at the place appointed 
their uſual Tribute. The Inhabi- 
tants are ſq near the City,and have 
F 4 lo 
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ſo great a dependency upon 1t , 
that they are affraid to diſoblige it 
in the leaſt. Therefore when thole 
other people that were in Arms, 
did think to reyolt from the Turks, 
they ſent ſome to ſollicite thele to 
join with them. They did all wiſh 
to be delivered from the Turks Ti- 
ranny, but th&y were affraid to 
venture, becaulc their near Habi- 
tations were likely to ſuffer firſt 
the Turks Vengeance and Fury, 
The Country we found very 
fruitful of Corn and Fodder. As 
we paſled by a Wood, we had the 
fight of ſeveral Wild Beaſts that 
returned from ſeeking their Prey. 
Our Van-guard did {hoot at many 
of themz one of qQur Company, 
to ſhew his Valour, met a Lion 
that advancd towards us, and 
with his Cymeter in his hand en- 
countred him : The ſport almoſf 
coſt the Fellow his Life, for the 
Lion 
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Lion was very ſtrong, and with 
his Paws he had twice (truck him 
down, the laſt time the Lion in a 
rage had bit off part of his Arm 3 
he had inſtantly devoured him, 
had not we all (hot at him, & fixed 
above 100 Bullets in his Body. The 
Fellow we found almolt dead with 
fear , under the Lion. He was 
glad with the loſs of tome of his 
Fleſh, to be ſo happily eſcap'd 
none pitied him, or was ſorry for 
his wounds , his raſh Enterprize 
did deſerve 1 no les. 

We journeyed about three 
Leagues, and we came to a little 
Valley very fruitful of Palms and 
Olive Trees, a ſmall Rivulet, co- 
vered with Strawberry Buſhes, 
did run through it, and water the 
Plain ; at each end a Grove did 
grow. 

In one , as we paſled, [ 
lawa Flying Serpent, abour the 
bigneſs 
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bigneſs of an ordinary Dog, with 
a long Tail, and a Head like an 
Ape, with a larger mouth, and a 
long Tongue, the Body had about 
four Foot in length 5 we ſhot at it, 
but could not kill it : It threat- 
ned ſome of our men when they 
ventured to come near it, and 
could not be obliged to depart un- 
til a great number of us were arri- 
ved at the Place, I ſaw it near a 
pleaſant Fountain that did riſe in 
one fide of the furthermoſt Grove. 
I enquired of the Name,but could 
not learn it 3 it had Wings of di- 
vers Colours, the chief were Red 
and White : It hovered long o- 
ver our heads, and had not the 
Noiſe of our Guns frighted it a+ 
way, I think it had ventured a- 
mong(t us again. I could not di» 
ſtinguiſh of what ſubſtance the 
Wings werez they were bigger 


than thoſe of our winged Fowls ; 
| all 
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all the Birds that ſaw it at a di- 
ſtance were glad to fly. I imagi- 
ned it to be a kind of Bafilisk, a 
deſperate Serpent, and extraordi- 
nary Venomous. This fight was 
no leſs wonderful to the reſt than 
to me ; forall profeſſed to have 
never ſeen the like: That made 
me believe \ it was ſome In-land 
Creature not uſually ſeen near the 
Sea-Coalt. 

We met in this Journey nothing 
elſe remarkable, but ſome Ancient 
Pillars of Marble ; upon one I 
ſaw ſome Arabick Letters; A Moor 
told me that they ſignified the 
Name of a great Commander that 
won a Battel fighting againſt the 
Inhabitants, when he led the Ara» 
bians into that Country , 1 Zidi 
Dockra Moukadem wnder the Re- 
nowned General and Prince Abel 
Hamed, do ered this Pillar in me- 
mory of a great Vidory obtained f 
ine 
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the Brabbers, in the which I kid 
their Commander with my own 
Hinds, whoſe Name was Azoret 
Moudem ; he was followed by 6060 
Stout Souldiers ;, I bad only 2000 
of my Countrey-men; but our good 
Prophet would not ſuffer us to be op- 
preſt by his Enemies ; be lent us 4 
favourable Aſſiſtance , and in one 
bours time we deſtroged 3582 with 
the loſs of 37 of my Men, and of 
the Hageria 130. 

About a League farther we met 
with ſeveral Heaps of Stones, and 
near unto them, in the way ide, a 
large Cave, into the which, with 
my Maſters Leave, I entered : It 
was hewn out of a Rock , there 
were [everal Chambers about five 
Foot broad, and as many long 3 
there was nothing remarkable but 
ſeveral heaps of Bones : It ſeems 
the Wild Beaſts did make it their 
Retreat when they had ſeized on 
their 
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their Prey. 1 imagined it to be a 
Place made for the: Dwelling of 
ſome ſolitary Anachoret of the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians, retired out of 
the World into that remote place. 
That which confirmed me in this 
Belief, was a great Number of 
Croſſes and Crucifixes artificially 
made 'in the Rock, inthe inner 
Chamber, which had no other 
Light but that which entered in 
by Reflections from the Caves 
Mouth through the other Rooms. 
I had only time to look upon this 
Religious Place ; for the coming 
upot the Rear haſtened me away. 
That Night we reach'd as far as 
Boumellj, a good Town ſituate 
upon a River ſide, very »leaſant 
becauſe of the Medows that did 
encompaſs it, and ſeveral little 


*Hills that were to be ſcen afar off, 


crowned with Orange and Limon 
Trees that are always green in 
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thoſe Countries. The Inbabitants 
furniſhed us with all things nece( 
fary, and when our Army began 
to approach, they came in a very 
humble manner to pay homage to 
our Commander in Chief ; the 
Shack of the Place went in the 
Head of them on foot, and kiſs'd 
the Hem of our Generals Garment, 
and preſented unto him a Basket 
full of Loaves, two white Cows, 
and half a dozen young Barbs. 
The Preſent was accepted , and 
they were confirmed in the poſleſ(- 
fion of their Lands. 

There were in the Town about 
600 Houſes or Huts ; ſome were 
pretty conſiderable, and adorned 
with Marble Pillars, and good 
Workmanſhip. 

They were moſt Graziers ; for 
we found hereabouts ſeveral 
Droves of Cattel very. fat. 

The Country People informed 
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us of the Deſign of the Arabs to 
reſiſt us: They were gathered to- 
gether beyond the River Talne, 
where they were reſolved to try 
the Fortune of a Battel : All their 
Subſtance they had tranſported to 
the Top of a high Mountain, cal- 
led by the Inhabitants 4ser, unto 
which they were reſolved to flee, 
if they did loſe the Day. 

Thereaſon of their Revolt, as 
was pretended, was the Twrks Ty- 
ranny, the Poverty of the Year 
not able to furniſh for their own 
Livelihood, and for the Tribute 
demanded from them ; therefore 
they had made haſte to gather up 
the Corn, and had prepared them- 
{clves to make reſiſtance. 

This kind of People did not 
want a Reſolution to fight, nor 
good Condud in the management 
of their Affairs; for they had dif- 
patch'd away ſeveral Meſſengers 
into 
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into the NeigbouringCountries for 
Aid, and had drawn a great com- 
pany to their Aſſiſtance. 

Our General gave notice of all 
thihgs to the other Armies, that 
they might draw towards him, if 
Occaſion did require it : \Never- 
theleſs he proceeded in his March, 
and did ſend every day ſeveral 
Parties of Horſe from the main 
Body to receive the Offerings of 
the People. 

The third day, which was ac-. 
cording tv our Account the 20 
of Jane, we paſt over high Moun- 
tains fenced on all fides with crag- 
gy Rocks; we were obliged ſome- 
times to climb over them : Our 
Horſe took a compals about by a 
way more cafe. 

About Noon the Sun was extra- 
ordinary lot , which obliged us 
to ſeek a Repole under the ſhady 
Trees that grew in this- Stony 
Ground : 
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ground ; is I was reſting my ſelf 
at a'diſtance'' from. my Patrons 
Corhpany, 'a great 'Scorpion ſpies 
me it her way; and-as [ was be- 
tween, leeping and waking, . the 
venomous Creature fixed her (tin 
in my:naked Leg fo' gently ther 
had not felt it, had not my next 
Neighbour advertiſed me. I had 
heard much of that Beaſt ; when I 
ſaw: my felf wounded by it, and 
my fleth ſwelling: immediately [ 
began to fear the increaſe - of the 
Venom, but ſome had already kil- 
led it, and bronght the Blood un- 
to me toapply tothe Wound. . It 
was wondertul to ſee the preſent 
cure that the Blood gave 3 it had 
no ſooner touch'd 'the tumor, but 
it began to decreaſe, and out of 
the: little prick tame forth a Li- 
quor white as Milk, by that I 
tound that the blood of the Scor- 
pion hath an attractive virtue. 
G 
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I had no ſooner eſcaped-this 
Miſchief, but I fell into a worſe ; 
my Maſter had ſent me to the Rear 
to buy Victuals for himſelf; for 
there were ſome in that place that 
did fell Bread and Meat ready 
dreſs'd : As I was returning load- 
ed, I fell down with my burden 
a ſteep Rock, and bruiſed my ſelf; 
but the fear leſt my Maſter ſhould 
cudgel me for my Misfortune, 
rouzed me up, and made me ſpeed 
towards him. 

From this unhappy place we 
removed up Hill through a Coun- 
trey that was not inhabited, un- 
leſs it be by Monſters and Wild 
Beaſts, whereof we faw a great 
many 3 ſome not known to me be- 
fore. 

It ſeems the Deſign of our Ge- 
neral was to ſurprize the Arabian 
Army on a ſudden, and to come 
apon them by a way that they leaſt 
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ſuſpected. We marched here 
through Woods , over Rocks and 
Hills three days together. I had 
the fatisfaCtion for my pains to ſee 
ſeveral Creatures; of which I ſhall 
give a brief Account. _. 

This Mountain is part of the At- 
las, it runs all along through this 
Kingdom, and that of Fez, and 
reaches as far as the main Ocean z 
ſome part of it is very high. 

We came toa place in this hot 
time of Summer, which was very 
cold : In the Corners that were 
not expoſed to the Sun was a great 
deal of Ice and Snow. Thisplace 
which gave us a Proſped over all 
the Countrey, was inthe ſecond 
Region of the Air. 

Here we found plenty of woods 
and Trees, and. ſeveral forts of 
Birds ; one we did: kill that: had 
four Legs as a Beaſt: Its Body 
wasas big as a Turkie-Cock,, the 
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Head was like an Owl, its Tail 
was extream broad. the Plumes 
were grey,. and the Head only 
black ; it did not fly very ſwiftly, 
therefore our: people had not 
much difhculty to kill it. 

We ſaw ſeveral forts of Lions ; 
towards the Evening they did go 
out of their Dens, when the Jac- 
kals began to bark. 

The nobleſt fort of Lion's that 
which 1s called the Royal; it is the 
biggeſt and the ftrong(t ſort ; it 
hath a. Shape ſogiewhat differing 
from:the reſt, and a Voice more 
ſtout : When any of the others 
do meet ſuch an one, they ſeem to 
yield-a reſpect unto: him. He 1s 
more grave in. his Motion, more 
fierce 19 the Encounter, undaunt- 
ed inthe greateſt danger. 

There are other ſorts of a leſſer 
Size. Every night we were viſit- 
edw.th ſeveral Companics of wild

Creatures; ſome had the bold- 
neſs to break in upon us, but theſe 
never returned again to their com- 
pany to tell News. 

In an Evening we diſcovered a- 
far off a great Beaſt 3 ſome of us 
went nearer to it to diſcharge our 
Gunsatit : It was a Monſter of 
a large Bulk, the. Head was like a 
Lion, the Paws like a Bear, the 
hinder parts much like to an Aſs ; 
when it was killed, every one in 
the Army had a fightof it ; I then 
did remember the Saying of the 
Romans, Africa ſemper «pportat ali- 
quid «novi 5 every year there 1s 
{ome ſtrange Creature or other to 
be ſeen in theſe remoute places. 

Sorhe make it their buſineſs to 
watch them at the Seaſon of the 
Year that they uſually come into 
the World, and employ all their 
Art to catch them, that they might 
lead them from place to place a- 
G 3 live, 
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live, to ſhew them to the Inhabi- 
tants for money. 

There are here a great number 
of wild Goats, we had the light 
of ſome that climbed up the ſteepy 
Rocks, but could not come with- 
in Shot of them. 

Another Creature I faw here 
much like unto a Dog, very nim- 
ble and quick-(ighted, but yield- 
ing an iy ſtink; it is 
called by the Moore 5 »bftb. 

There is allo another of 
the ſame ſhape, only this diffe- 
rence, that it hath a white Tail, 
and adventures in the night a- 
mong(t the Inhabitants to ſteal the 
Good-wives Hens and Geeſe; it 
is called Thalexb ; it is of the na- 
ture of our'Ezg'ih Foxes, very 
ſabtil and crafty, 

I ſaw here in this wild place ſe- 
veral other ſorts of Serpents and 
Beaſts, of which I could not come 
near 
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near to take a full view, therefore 
I ſhall not adventure todeſcribe 
them. 

I had almoſt forgot one of a 
ſtrange Nature ; it appear'd unto 
us as a White Lamb, ſomething 
differing in the ſhape, as we were 
marching through a Valley z but 
when it perceived us to approach 
in fuch Numbers, it fled before 
us 3 our Captain thought it had 
been ſome ſtragling Lamb belong- 
ing to ſome Mountainous People, 
and becauſe we were not well pro- 
vided with good Vituals, he ſent 
ſome of us to overtake it before 
it got into the neighbouring thick- 
ets of a riſing Hill : I had Order 
to purſue it, and accompany the 
Hunters. As we came within a 
hundred Paces of it, it made more 
haſte than ordinary, and began to 
ſhift for it ſelf amongſt the Trees 5 
but as it could not well eſcape 
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from us, becauſe-it was already 
weary, and very fat, we oyertook 
it at 'the entry in of the Buſhes; 
but perceiving us {o near, it ran 
under one, and that we might not 
find it, it changed in an 64a Its 
white colour into the fame with 
the Buſh, which unexpeGed alte- 
ration gave us a great deal of trou- 
ble. We had never found 1t a- 
gain, had not one of the -Compa- 
ny diſcharged a_Musket z at, the 
Noile it role, up in a fright, and 
began to run for its Lite 3.-we lit- 
tle thought it tobe, the ſame; ne- 
verthelels ſome of us did. venture 
after it, and ſome remained inthe 
place, ſeeking the white ,Bealt : 
The Purſuers ſhot off one of its 
Legs, and then cried to us to for- 
bear ſeeking; and that the coun» 
terfeit Lamb was gaught.,. We 
went to be Eye witnelles. of the 
Wonder ; jt was the ſame ſhap'd 
Beaſt, 
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Beaſt , but the colour was no 
more White as before , the Milky 
Colour was changed into a Black- 
iſh Gray: Its Coat was a fine 
Wool, the Head was like a Wolf, 
not altogether ſo long , it had ve- 
ry ſharp Teeth, and a fierce Look, 
the Hinder-parts were like a 
Sheep: It is one of the ſtrangeſt 
Creatures I ever ﬀtaw. I wondred 
how it could alter its White 
Wool into a Colour fo ditterent-: 
I imagined this to be the Beaſt 
mentioned by the Learned , that 
takes the Colour of the place 
where it lays ; a good Emblem of 
an Hypocrite. 

We ſpent three days climbing 
over thele mountainuus places , 
and fighting with ſtrange and un- 
known Creatures to me : Bur as 
this was not the buſineſs we inten- 
ded, we made haſte into the plain 
Countrey ; our Horlc and Car- 
riages 
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riages we had fent by another 
way, a little about, ſo we arrived 
at the Paſlage of the River before 
them. 

The Arabs (lept in great ſecu- 
rity, little thinking that we would 
adventure over the Mountains and 
Rocks. 

Our General Commanded usto 
reſt , and fit our ſelves for Attion, 
for he imagined; that aſloon as 
we ſhould come 1tto the Plain, our 
arrival would be known to the. 
Enemies, and that they would not 
fail to make Attempts upon us on 
a ſuddain. We refreſhed our 
ſelves all that Evening , until the 
next Morning , whenan Alarum 
was ſounded , at the which we all 
ran to our Arms, and put our 
ſelves in order, expeCting the On- 
ſet of ſome Arabs, but no Enemy 
appeared, unleſs it was a company 
of Apes purſued by a few Ru 
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who made ſuch a noiſe in the 
Wood that was near us, running 
up and down the Branches, that 
thoſe upon the skirts of the Army 
thought them to be the Enemy , 
that took the, advantage of the 
place to fire upon us 3 their need- 
leſs Fear did atloon appear asthe 
nimble Creatures recover d the 
tops of the highe(t trees, to whoſe 
protection they did dare to com- 
mit themſelves ; nevertheleſs the 
Allarm continued, and ran, as 
nimbly as the Apes, all over the 
Army , it could not be (topt until 
every one was informed of the 
cauſe of the Fright. 

We Marched al} that Morning 
until Noon, and then came to the 
foot of the Hills, where our Ge- 
neral was reſolved to ſtay till E- 
_— intending with a Party 
at Midnight to fall upon the Ene- 
my , who was not above fix Miles 
diſtance 
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diftance from us : as it beganto 
dawn, we advanc'd, and found 
ſome few Tents (tragling from the 
reſt ; the Arabs that were in them, 
told us that the main Body was at 
the Ford of the River Tafna, ex- 
pecting our Arrival ; that they 
had. broken down all the Bridges 
all: along , and were reſolved to 
fight us 3 they further informed us 

the cauſe of their Revolt: A 
Perſon of a Noble Family of one 
of their Tribes, named 1Þ4 Muker, 
whoſe Parents had been very con- 
ſiderable in the. Kingdom of Fez, 
was that year come among(t them, 


with all his Subſtance ;- that he - 


was look'd upon as an Eminent 
Commander, skilful in Affairs of 
War and Peace, and that he was 
therefore well received, becauſe 
alſo that he was very richz That 
this was the man had perſwaded 
them to ſhake off the Twrkzſb yoke. 

At 
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At firſt they were timorous and 
fearful torevolt ; but at laſt he'en- 
couraged them, by repreſenting 


| how imperious they were, the po- 


verty of the Year, that could not 
furniſh the Tribute-Money, and to 
their ſubliſtency. Befides he told 
them that the Turks were not true 
Mahometans, that they were He- 
retical in their Opinions, and pro- 
phane in their Practices, and that 
it was not lawful to ſubmit to, and 
own ſuch for their Maſters. Theſe 
Reaſons had work'd upon the mul- 
titude, but could not cauſe them 
to take up Arms until he had ad- 
visd himſelf of this Stratagem 3 A 
Fellow was lately come into thoſe 
Parts from Mecha, and feigned to 
be lame; His Pilgrimage was 
much more ames becauſe of 
the pretended Impediment of his 
Feet. 

Before he was arrived, Elzſwar 
Tapnez, 
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Tapnez , for that was the Noble 
Mans Name, had ſufficiently in- 
ſtructed him how he ſhould behave 
himſelf : He brought with him a 
Letter which was direQed to the 
Chief Leading men of the Coun- 
trey, from the Keeper of 11ho- 
met's Temple ; the Contents were, 
That Mahowet had appear'd unto 
him in a Dream, and commanded 
bim to ſignifie unto them that it 
was his Pleaſure to effiſt them this 
year in a notable manner, and free 
them from the Slavery of the 
Turk: Itpromifed belides the re- 
wards of Heaven to thoſe that 
ſbould be valiant, and eternal] pu- 
niſhment to the Cowards and Di{- 
obedient. 

This Letter was given almoſt at 
the ſame time to the Grandecs,and 
divulged all abroad amongſt the 
Arabs in the Kingdom ; ſome did 
give credit to it, others did look 
upon 
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upon it as an Impoſture. Never- 
theleſs an Aſſembly was called of 
the Chief of them, where the 
Letter being again produc inthe 
preſence of Tapnez, the Hage of 
Religious Pilgrim ſeeing him come 
In, fell on his Face and kiſfs'd the 
hem of his Garment ; the Afh(t- 
ants wondred at this humility, not 
uſual in perſons of that Holy Or- 
der, until he had told them the 
Cauſe : He affirmed that the Great 
Prophet had appeared that night 
unto him, and in confideration of 
his great pains he had ſuffered in 
his Travels to Atecha, he would 
cure him of his Lameneſs, that he 
had ſhew'd him the Perſon m his 
ſhape that ſhould lay his hand up- 
on him and cure him, and that it 
was this fame man that was pre- 
ſent : Tapnez ſcem'd to increaſe 


- the number of the Wonderers,and 


would not be perſwaded the Re- 
velation 
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velation had been real, until the 
Heage or Holy Man with all the Aſ- 
ſembly earneſtly requeſted him to 
try what he wasable todo: At 
laſt he conſented to their Prayers, 
and with his Right Hand began to 
ſtroke the Lame man. 

He no ſooner felt the others fin- 
ger, but he began to leap, and 
falling at his Feet, adored him as 
a Holy Man. 

The Aſſembly taking natice of 
the Cure, and the manner of it, 
did really believe the Hage, and 
without delay c{tabliſhed 7apzez 
for their General and Chief Com- 
mander, until they could give no» 
tice of their Defignes to lome of 
the Blood-Royal of 11ahomet, who 
only may command over them as 
King or Emperor. It was then re- 
ſolved. alſo that they would no 
longer pay Tribute to the 1»rk : 
Tapuez confirmed his Credit by 
pre n' many 
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many other feigned Miracles 3 fo 
that he was look'd upon in the 
the Countrey as ſome extraordina- 
ry Fellow | Bn from Heaven to 
their Aſſiſtance. 

He had gathered together thir- 
teen thoulind Horſe and Foot 
the Countrey People reported 
more: and with this Army was 
reſolved to wait for the Twrkiſh 
Army that came that way to ga» 
ther Contributions, and to relieve 
the Garriſon of Chinſan or Tremi- 
ſen, a City in the middle of the 
Countrey, not inferiour to Fez. 

The Numbers of our Enemies 
did ſtartle us when we heard how 
they - were reſolved to revenge 
themſetves for all paſt Afronts z 
therefore theCommanders did de- 
lire the General not to expoſe 
them to ſo eminent a danger untl 
the other Armies had joined with 
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His — was great, he | 

could not yield to this wholſom 
\' advice ; his Hopes were greater : 
Ft He was reſolved to get all the ho- } 
[ nour of the Victory to himſelf; |

Out of the Main Body he had 
ſeparated a certain mumber to {kiſe 
on certain ſtragling Horſes which 
might be feeding about theCamp z 
Theſe he intended to employ ir 
caſe he put the Army to flight. 

Aſon as we cathe within a' 
quarter of a Mile of the Enemy, 
we found a ſmall Party lodged in

The molt of them re- 
covered their Horſes, and fled for 
their Lives. 

Our ſmall Party of Horſe was not 
idle in the mean whiles ; they ven- 
tur'd after the Enemy with more 
Noiſe, than Ability to do harm. 

In the dark their Numbers 
could not be well diſcerned 3 but 
this hindred them from viewing us 
the next day ; for knowing that 
we had both Horſe and Foot, they 
would not hazard themſelves near 
us, until they had been informed 
by ſome Runaways of our ſmall 
Numbers.

'Horſes' fell into our 
hands the next 'day. 

In this Attempt we loft about 
5o men,- and 435 of the Arabians 
were kilf'd in'and about the Camp. 
Our General found in ſome of the 
'Fents Letters fent from the Arabi- 
ans 10 the other Kingdoms, to en- 
courage theſe- to refift the' Tavkiſh 
Power,promifing all affiſtance that 
they could furniſh : For fear there- 


fore that the Enemy ſhould receive | 
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from their Neighbours and Bre- 
thren ſuch Supplies as ſhould en> 
courage them to revenge them- 
ſelves, and for fear we ſhould loſe 
the paſſage of the River, which 
was of ſo great importance to the 
Turkiſh Afﬀairs and Deſigns, our 
General and his Council reſolved 
to fortifie themſelves on both 
fides in the beſt manner that the 
place would permit z and with all 
{peed to diſpatch away ſome Meſ- 
ſengers tothe other Armies, to ha- 
{ten them in their March to his aſ- 
fiſtance ; for he knew himſelf un- 
able to encounter the Arahs, or to 
proceed in” his Deſigns and March 
towards Chinſan with his ſmall 
Number. 

Three Trenches were drawn on 
the Enemies fide, and one on the 
other. There we thought our 
ſelves ſecure; for the Enemies 
Horſe were not able to come to us, 
H 4 their 
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their Foot were poor and miſera- 
ble, ten of them do not dareto 
look a T»rk in the Face, 

The ſituation of the Place did 
favour our Enterprizez for the 
Ground on both lides is higher 
than the reſt at the Ford. The 
River is deep in all other places, 
and runs ina narrow Channel ; but 
when it comes there,, it ſpreads it 
ſelf, finding more Elbow room : 
The Riling Ground forces it to 
run in a Jarger Stream, and then 
again the Water is confin'd to a 
leſler Channel; fo that only in 
this place we may pals on foot 
without fear of Drowning. 

Two days after the Battel, our 
Cavalry and Baggage came ſafe to 
us, although they had been met 
by ſeveral Parties of Arabs, and 
forced to skirmiſh many times. 
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better able to reſiſt our Enemies 
Attempts in caſe they ſhould be fo 
bold as to force our weak Fortifhi- 
cations, 

We lay not long intkis Poſture, 
before we ſaw many reſolute Par- 
ties of Horſe and Foot daring us 
out to Battel, They began to 
contemn thoſe that they formerly 
teared, when they knew our num- 
bers: Every Night we had two 
or three. Alarms given unto us. 

The ſecond day after the arri- 
val of our Cavalry, a ſtrong Par- 
ty of Horſe rid within Musket- 
{hot of us,calling us Cowards aud 
Hereticks- Our Generals Cous- 
rage could not ſuffer long theſe 
ſmall Affronts unpuniſhed , there» 
fore he commanded the Cavalry 
to haſten out and to charge them 
ſtoutly, It was a fad Enterprize 
to many wf them ; above a thou- 
ſand went out, but ſcarce five 
hun- 
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hundred came back again. The 
cauſe of their Defeat was this ; 
At the firſt Charge the Enemy re- 
treats in good Order ; but when 
the Turks gave another Onſct,they 
ran away, only with a Deſignto 
draw us - that feigned flight far 
from the Main Body, and mtoa 
ſtrong Ambuſcado that was hid be- 
hicd a Hill about a Mile from the 
River: Our men perceived not 
the Deſign, but with more haſte 
than good ſpeed purſued them 
without conſideration of the dan» 

_--- 
: Aſſoon as they were paſt the 
place, a good Company of Foot 
falutes them with a Volley of ſhot 
on the left hand, and then the 
Ambuſcado of Horſe rifes on the 
Right, at the ſame time the purſu- 
ed Party turns theic backs, and 
our poor men were ſarrounded, 
diſordered, and killed like ſo ma- 
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ny Sheep: Had they not had a 
ſtout Commander to lead them'on 
and bring them off, they had all 
periſhed in the place 3 for the un- 
equal Numbers of the Enemy did 
overpower them. About 500 ef- 
caped from the Slaughter. 

This Misfortune did wonder- 
fully heighten the Courage of the 
Arabians, and give Credit to their 
Arms. 

It made our General more wary 
for the future, and prevented 
greater Deſtructions which might 
have happened unto us, had we 
not been made wiſer by our 
Loſſes. 

The Enemy at ſeveral other 
times did endeavour again to catch 
us in the fame Advantage; but 
our General was grown wary by 
Experience. 

That the Spirits of his men 
might not be dejefted, nor-the A- 
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rabs too proud of their Succeſs, 

he drew out buth Horfe and Foot, 

= put them in a readineſs to 
t, 

The Enemy came to look upon 
us; our Horſe was ſent to take a 
" view of them: They returned 
again after a light Skirmiſh, in 
which the Rebels had the worſt. 
Every day we did encounter with 
them, ſometimes to our Advan- 
tage, ſometimes to Our Loſs. We 
lay not long in this place before 
we heard of the approach of the 
Eaſtern Army, Commanded by the 
two Generals, They had not met 
with any oppoſition in their Cir- 
cuit, until they came within a'days 
Journey of us; thena ſtrong Bo- 
dy of Horſe oppoſes them, and 
forces them to ſeek the ſhelter of a 
Hill, where they were better a- 
ble to receive the Onſet of the A- 
rabians. It ſeems they had bans 
Q 
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of the March of that Army to- 
wards us, therefore to prevent 
our joining together, or rather to 
defeat them before they came up 
with us, a great number of them 
bad ſtollen over the River ſecret- 
ly, ata great diſtance from us, and 
had expected them in their way, 

Aſloon as this News came to 
our Camp, our General refolved 
co meet them in perſon, leaving in 
the Fortifications'a ſufticient num- 
ber to defend it, and the fame ap- 
pearance of his being preſent. It 
was my Maſters and my Fortune 
to accompany the Army. 

At a place called by the Arabi- 
ans Stefee, we came up with the 
Enemy : A Party of Horſe char- 
ged us very ſtoutly with Lance & 
Musket : Not many of ours were 
wounded, only four or five killed. 
They met with as ſtout reſiſtance, 
which forced them from us, not 
with- , 
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without loſs. 'Our Horfe had the 
Chaſe of them a Mile. We did 
not dare tb adventure again after 
them. farther z beſides, they were 
more nimble than ours, becauſe 
they had nct been tired with fo 
long a Journey. 

By this ſmall Encounter and Vi- 
Gory we opened a way to Our men 
that we found in no ſmall diftreſs 
for want of Proviſions and things 
necellary. 

They could not proceed intheir 
Journey for fear of the Enemy, 
that had had great advantage 0- 
ver them. 

We found them entrenched in 
a ſtrong place, in ſuch a manner 
that all the Arabiars were not a* 
ble to drive them from thence, un-+ 
leſs it were by Famine. They 1n- 
formed us of what had pafled be- 
tween them 3 that the Arabians 
had beaten them twice, and kill'd 
above 
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above a Thouſand Men. The 
firſt time they laid an Ambuſcado 
in their way , near a thick Wood, 
and when ſome Companies were 
paſt the place they fell ſuddainly 
upon them without mercy , and 
had not the Generals expoſed their 
Perſons to the Peril , and main- 
tained a Fight with the Victorious 
Enemy , until the others had ral- 
lyed again , they had been all ut- 
terly loſt; for they were in fuch 
a diſorder , that they killed one 
another to make way for to fly. 
Our Men were pofleſt with fo 
{trange a fear and apprehention , 
that when our Vanguard came 
near the placegthey imagined them 
to be the Enemy; their joy was 
noleſs than their fear, when they 
perceived their errour. They re-+ 
ceived us as their Proteftors, We 
ſupplyed them with all things that 
they wanted , and'then — 
ac 
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back again to our Camp, unto 
which the other Army ſoon arri- 
ved. 

With this recruit it was reſol- 
ved we ſhould ſtay no longer 
there , but beat up the Quarters 
of the Enemy : Accordingly the 
next day we Marched out Bag 
and Baggage, having left a ſmall 
Guard in the place to keep it, to 
ſecure our pailage over again, in 
caſe we ſhould meet with the 
Misfortunes of War, which might 
oblige us to a Retreat, 

' Attwo Miles diſtance from the 
River, a ſmall Party had the 
Courage to Charge us, but they 
would not ſtand to it long. We 
Marched up the Hill with a great 
deal of Courage and Reſolution : 
Our men were lo enraged by their 
former Lofles , that they would 
not pardon any of the Enemy that 
fell by chance into their _— ; 
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- This Mountain is called Hox/ab- 
ka ; it is about ten miles round ; 


> Itreaches very high ; about it ſe- 
7 veral Cottagesare built, that ſerve 


for habitation. to the Natural In- 
habitants of this Country , ; the 
Aloors they are POOr ok needy 
for the moſt part, they feed upop 
ſuch things as: grow wild in the 
Valley Be although this Moun- 
tain: appears entire to the Bchold- 
ersafar off, with a continued Af 
cent, there are many Valleys in it, 
and it is compoſed of ſeveral little 
Hills: The lower ground is ex- 
tream fruitful, watered with ma- 
ny pleaſant Fountains that poure 
down their ſtreams towards the 
River Tapna. 

This place is adorned with ma- 
ny goodly Trees -and Woods, 
which as in moſt places grow na- 
turally without planting, in that 
ground which hath not been late- 
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ly employed, whereof there'1b ve- 
much in 'the Land.  ''!': © | 
The Earth of & ſelf abhors TdIk- | 
nefs';* when' therefore it is negleft- þ 
ed byiteaſon of the ſmall'Number | 
of: Inhabitants ,- or when it' hath 
been: long wrhout employing its 
innate 'produttive virtue; it then 
breaks Forth into Trees & Wood , 
as in the Weſt-Indies is ſufficiently 
known: Our Phntations have 
been forc'd to make way for their 
Habitations with the Axe and the 
Saw. to hew downithe Wood that 
did cover the Countrey ; and in 
our Ifland, as fome ancient Wri- 
ters tel] us, Camberland and” Meſt- 
merland, and' all the Northern 
Parts of England were full 'of 
Woods, ' Trees and Buſhes, - eſpe- 
cta}ly upon the Mountains, where 
_ any Wood is now- to''be 
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In this place the Arabians 'did 
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| think to find a ſafe: Retreat; and 


the rather, becauſe there were not 
many Advenues to the Top : Na- 
ture hadon all fides fenced jt, and 
diſtinguiſhed it frony the other 
Land by high and ſteepy Rocks. 
Five ' Paflages do lead into this 
Place ;.- the largeſt is/ a way about 
a hundred feet broad, in moſt 
places covered on both fides with 
Sandy Hills, Woods and Rocks 
that ſcem to threaten the Paflen- 
_ = 

7 The Entrance 'mto this Place 
was ſomewhat terrible unto us, not 
only becauſe of the nature of the 
Situation, but alſobecauſe the E- 
nemy had ſeized>dpon all the dif- 
ficule places and paſkges to annoy 
Us. | 
Our Genetals were reſolved to 
beat them from thence, and: to 
hght thetn in their Neſt. 

Both- ſides of the way were li- 
I 2 ned 
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ned with Armed men, that did 


caſt upon us Stones, Timber, and | 


whatſoever they could get. We 
defended ourſelves with Offenſive 
and Defenſive Weapons , and 
made a way by the Sword, until 
we came to a very difficult 
Paſſage: On both fides were 
raiſed two Buſhy Woods, in 
which the Enemy were hid z when 
our men came- near, they let fly 
againſt us ſeveral Volleys of Shot, 
which put us all to ſtand. The 4- 
rabians thought us to be amazed 
at this ſudden , oppolition, of 
' Which they intended to make ad. 
vantage, in an, inſtant came thun- 
dring upon us hefore and behind, 
the (touteſt of them 3 ſo- that we 
were in no little trouble how to 
oppoſe them. Our Generals ſha- 
red among(t themſelves the dan: 
ger and the honour of the Vico! 


ry 3 they ſeeing the craft and pow-| 
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er of the Arabians, ſeparated 
themſelves, and turned their ſe» 
veral Companies againſt the next 
Troops of the Enemy, and did fo 
handioumly behave themſelves, and 
ſo wiſely manage their buſineſs , 
that the Arabiars were forced to 
leave us the Maſters of the Field, 
with the Victory, One thipg did 
very much contribute to the ob» * 
talning of it ; not far from that 
place an eaſite Aſcent did lead to 
the other fide of one of the woods, 
where the Arabians had ſecured 
themſelves : By this, one of our 
Generals ſteals up, and falls upon 
the back of the Enemy, that 
thought next upon nothing but 
how to fave themlelves by Night. 
Our men purſued their advantage, 
and left not their buſineſs half fini- 
miſhed 53 they ſeized upon the 
place, and drove the Arabians 
quite out of the Wood with great 
I 3 flaughter, 
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ſlaughter. _ Their Fellows ſeeing 
their diſorder , and the Refſolu- 
tion of our Men, that wauld not 
retire back , imagined ſome {uch 
thing might happen on their ſide , 
therefore they all ran away ſo 
(trange a paſſion is Fear, that when 
Men are inclinable to it , the leaſt 
accident cauſeth them tro tremble 3 
all the World would not have 
been able to have beat them from 
this place, had they maintained 
it with reſolution; but the fight 
of an Enemy behind , which they 
leaſt ſuſpected , frighted them a- 
way. They recovered the other 
fide, where their Horſes {tayed for 


them,and fo ſaved themſelves from |} 


the Turks Fury. They loſt herea- 
bove 1500 Men.in the Valleys we 
found many hundred Head of Cat- 
tel, Sheep, Oxen, Cammels, and all 
ſorts of Beaſts, feeding in the 
Paſtures: It was wonderful to us 
to 
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to meet with ſuch a fruitful-place 
in the midſt of ſo-many Rocks and 
ſuch barren Hills, For all theſe 
Loſſes the Arabians would not 
return to their former Obedience, 
but continued ſtiHY to refiſt us: 
Our Camp Cid receive ſeveral A- 
larms , eſpecially in che Night, ſo 
that we were all tired out with 
Watching. 

Above three Weeks we were 
purſuing the Enemy among the 
Hills, trom one Hill to another : 
They did fly continually , and 
becauſe we were not ſo ſtrong in 
Cavalry as they were, we did not 
dare to adventure againſt them , 


. only with our Horſe z our Foot 


were not able to purſue them. ſo 
faſt as they did fave themlelves : 
The Plunder that we did find 10 
theſe places,did abundantly fatisf12 
for the yearly Tribute. The great 


numbers of Cattel that we got 
I 4 into 
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into our hands, 'cauſed the Arabi-. 
ans to fall out amongſt themſelves ; 
which coming to our Ears, our 
Generals ſent a Flag of Truce, to 
invite thetn to ſubmit to the Turks 
Empire ; a part of them accepted 
the offer of Peace, and came in 
to us; the others with their Cap- 
tain was faid to have fled away , 
ſo that meeting with none to op- 
poſe us, we received ſome Holta- 
ges from the Enemy ; and becauſe 
their Loſſes had been great, our 
Generals would not exact from 
them any other Tribute, than 
what they had recovered by force 
of Arms. They had full liberty 
to return to their former abode , 
upon condition that they would 
Manure the Ground , and pay 
unto them of Argiers their uſual 
Tribute-money ; they promiſed 
to be alwaies obedient to the 
Grand Seignior , and to the City 
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of Argeirs ;, afterwards they were 
diſmiſt : There were about 1606 
Families that did return to their 
Duty with all their Leaders. 

Our Army took another way 
out of theſe Mountains than we 
came. No Enemy appeard all 
the way, until we came to a nar- 
row paſlage between two high 
Hills ; the way was a difficult Af- 
cent : Here we found it ſtopt up 
in ſuch a manner that no Horſe 
could paſs. Before we imagined 
our buſineſs had been done, when 
we ſaw ſo many of the revolted A- 
rabians return to their Obedience ; 
it did not therefore a little ſur- 
prize us, when we found ſo many 
left to oppole usat this Paſſage, it 
was not poſſible for us to come 
near : Several of our Companies 
did endeavour to ſtorm the place, 
but the Enemy was (ſo ſtrongly 
fortified on all ſides, and fo well 

furniſhed 
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furmſhed with Weapons, that we 
were forced to fit down and con- 
fider what to do : A Council was 
called of all the Commanders, 
where it was reſolved not to go 
back or ſeek any other paſlage, 
becauſe if they did leave ſuch a 
powerful Enemy unpuniſhed, and 
on foot in the heart of the King- 
dom , it might very much en- 
danger their intereſt there; for, 
aſloon as they ſhould be gone, they 
would endeavour to corrupt the 
reſt, and draw them from their 
Allegiance, either by force or fair 
means; befides, they did conſider 
that they that had ſubmitted unto 
them, were forced unto it,and that 
they were as inclinable to ſtand 
out as theſe, were there any hopes 
of proſpering in their oppoſition 
againſt us; and that it would be 
no ſmall Diſgrace to a vidorious 


Army to be overcome by a van- 
quiſh'd 
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quiſh'd Enemy : the leaſt News of 
this would be able to encourage 
the reft of the /»rks Subjedts ro 
revolt: For theſe and many other 
Reaſons they thought it neceſlary 
to make way through that place 
and no other. The difficulty was 
to find out the means of compatl- 
ſing their Delign: By plain force 
they did ſee it impoſhtble. 

We had given ſeveral Attemprs 
to no other purpole but to diſcou- 
rage our men with the loſs of their 
Companions, My Maſter was 
wounded with a Stone caſt from a 
Sling. Ir ſeems ſome of theſe 4- 
rabians are excellent Marks-men, 
and very d<xterous at this old 
kind of Weapon. 

There was no other way to 
come to fight with theſe People 
but one , which was alſo ſo well 
fortified, that we loſt our Labour 
and Men to attempt it, ' Our Ge- 

nerals 
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nerals were afraid that this ſmall 
Party that held out againſt us, 
would encreaſe by degrees, if 
they did once oblige us toa ſtand, 
and that they would leflen the re- 
putation of our Men in the Coun- 
trey, if we could not overcome 
them. 

Firſt they reſolved: to ſend a 
Flag of Truce, to try whether 
they could win them to a peace- 
able complyance without Arms : 
The Arabiuns were glad to ſee 
this expreſſion of our Weaknel , 
which they might have improved 
to thetr advantage , had they ac- 
cepted the Offers that would have 
been made. They had been re- 
ceived again at their own terms, 
but as people that relie upon their 
own{trength, they took this as an 
open agknowledgment of the im- 
pullibility of our pathge with- 
out their leave, and thought them- 
ſelves 
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ſelves ſufficiently ſecure againſt all 
our Attempts; therefore when 
our Meſlenger came with Offers 
of Peace, they were ready to beat 
him, and would not read the Let- 
ter ſent to their Genera), but con- 
temptuouſly, before him, trod it 
under feet, telling him, that they 
knew onr Demands wirhout read- 
ing the Letter, and that they 
would ſpeedily return an Anſwer 
in the Company of Thirty thou- 
ſand men. This unexpected Re- 
turn to the Civility of our Lead- 
ers did not a little trouble them ; 
for they imagined that ſo proud 
and confident an Anſwer did pros 
ceed from ſome powerful aflſt- 
ance expected by the Enemy from 
their Brethren of the neighbour- 
ivg Provinces : Their Conjecture 
was not in vain for they had late- 
ly received the promiſes of a ſpee- 
dy lupply from them of Fez, Ar- 

. gad, 
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gad, and Sratta, three Provinces, 
very large, where ſeveral of the 
Tribes of the Ar«bi:ns do inhabit 
with the ancient Natives the Af- 
fricans, the one: in Tents, the 0* 
ther in ſmall Villages, They were 
upon their March when they 
heard of the firft Defeat that the 
Turks had given to their Brethren 
at the difficult paſſage. Fame had 
encreas'd the Number of the lain, 
and repreſented the flaughter to 
them ten times worſe than really it 
was, 

Some time before they had diſs 
patch'd a Meſſenger with News of 
their coming ,, which Meſlenger 
did according to his Orders, give 
an Account of the Numbers and 
Reſolution of them that ſent-him 
tothe Belieged. They relied up- 
on his words, not knowing of 
the contrary intentions that the 
change of Affairs had produced 


In 
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in them; for aſſoon as they heard 
of the Tzrks Succeſſes, and their 
own Misfortunes , they returned 
back again, leaving their Friends 
and Brethren to our Mercy, and 
their own'ProteCtion. 

This we knew not when the 
Meſlenger returned with ſuch a 
reſolute Anſwer : Therefore our 
Leaders thought it their Intereſt, 
to overcome the Enemy before 
any Supply might come to then, 

We lay ſeveral days not knows 
ing what courſe to-take , untiÞthe 
Arabians themſelves furniſhed us 
an occaſion to overcome them x 
They ſent out about Fifty Men to 
ſteal, Catte}, theſe we trapand 
& took every one of them: Atſoon 
as news came to- our: General of 
their ſurpriſal , he! commands 59 
choice Men to'be pickt out of: the 
Army , ſome of them ſpoke the 
Arabian Tongue well, ſo that they 

could 
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could not be diſtinguiſhed, theſe 
he cauſes to be habited as the 4- 
rabians were, and to be armed 
with four Piſtols a piece, which 
were hid in their Boſoms ; then he 
gives them about an hundred 
Head of Cattel to drive before 
them towards the Arabiuns : Ha- 
ving ſufficiently inſtructed them 
what to do, and informed them 
of the ſignal to be given, incaſe 
they did ſucceed , he Commands 
them to March. 

They accordingly aſcend up to 
the narrow Paſlage , where the 
Enemy kept a ſtrong Guard, al- 
ſoon as they came within Call, 
they were urdered to pronounce 
Mahammed il ſbur, the Word that 


was givers the Thieves, to diſtin» 


guiſh them from others 3: at that 
the Paſſage-was opened; 'and they 
drove in the Beaſts withoutany 
oppoſition 3 the Purchaſe did not

Our Army proceeded right to 
Chinſan or Tremiſen, a {trong and 
populous City , kept by the Turks 
with a numerous Guard that 1s re» 
lieved every year. Our General 
was deſigned Governour of this 
place, and was ſent thither with 
his Army to Command it, | 

We had a yery pleaſant Jour- 
ney from this Mountain to that 
City, thorough a fruitful Coun- 
trey that did furniſh us both with 
Money and good Entertainment 3 
# ſome of them had been in the Re- 
bellion , but the Turks would not 


deal with-them more ſeverely than 
| K 3 with 
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with the others, to oblige them 
toa greater Fidelity 'z tor their 
1s no greater ty6 to' Obedience 
than Love, and the fenſe of for- 
mer Obligations |: | Our - Army 
might have treated them as Ene- 
mies, ſold their Goods, taken their 
Wives and diſpoſed of ' them as 
Bond-ſlaves 3 but 'they knew that 
this dealing -would ferve to no 
other purpoſe , but to exaſperate 
the Spirits of -the reſt, who might 
then have reaſon to ſeek atv occat1- 
on of a Revenge.

I was an Eyewitneſs of ſeveral 
Ceremonies obſerved in this occa- 
fion, which are related in other 
Fravels. | 

We ſtayed in this place ſeveral 
days to refreſh our ſelves,and then 
we continued our Journey towards 
Chinſan, where we arrived on the 
third of 0Fober, 

[t 1s a large and populous City, 
inhabited by a kind of People 
called Lhebdiah; round about are 
moſt pleaſant Gardens and Or- 
chards. The Soil is'good, the 
Climate wants nothing but People 
worthy to receive and enjoy the 
good things that it affords. 

We tound here great ſtore of 

Fruits, 
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Fruits, : Apples, Pears, Melons of 
divers kinds,Grapess for although 
the Mehumytes drinks not Wine, 
he loves the Grape, gnda kind of 
Driak-that 'is made of Water and 
Raiſins, called Africara y its ve- 
ry pleaſaut,: aud-- proper tor- this 
Climate. 

Here-is a {trange fort of Tree 
made up of Leaves, one , Leaf 
grows.on the top of another, the 
Leaves.-are - thick two or three 
inches in the middle; ' they are a- 
bove a foot large and long 3 an ex- 
cellent Fruit grows upon them, 
which the Arabs call Aſboloch, our 
Engliſh, Pricie Pear the Subltance 
15 cold and refreſhing ; it 1s ripe 
about 1114jummer, and of a yel- 
lowilh colour. Every Garden is 
furniſhed with.ſuch a Tree : The 
Rind is full of little Prickles un- 
diſcernable z therefore it is not to

In the middle of the City is a 
large Market-place, and round a- 
bout many Cloiſters of the Rek- 
gious men amongſt the Moors.Qnc 
1s more remarkable than the reſt, 
becauſe of the excellent Work- 
manfhip and ancient Fabrick, and 
becauſe of a great Library , a cu- 
rious thing amangſt this rude Peo- 
ple: Iknow not with what man- 
ner of Books it is ſtored; for 
Chriſtians have never the liberty 
to handle them ; but as I did learn 
from the Keepers of the Door, 
they were Books that had been 
pick'd up in all the parts of A4fri- 
ca by one of their Princes, and 
laid in that place, for the benefit 
of the Students, whereof there 


r= fare very few, unleſs it be of Ma- 


gicians , and men that ſtudy the 


Virtues of Simples. Other Arts 
L and 
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and Sciences, as Aſtrology, Logic , 
the Mathematicks, &c. are almoſt 
extint amongſt them. 

In the time of my abode among 
them, I have perceived that they 
pretend many times the aſhiftance 
of the Devil to work miraculous 
Effets, when they do it by the 
Knowledges that they have c 
Nature. 

They are very wperſtitious,anc 

liſten very much to the Reports 
and Whimſies: of their Soothſay 
ers. 
. Same never undertake a Voy 
age of any Concern, without cor 
ſulting theſe Oracles. Many i 
theſe parts make a great advat 
tage of the Peoples Folly. 

There is a Society among! 
them that profeſs Fortune» tell 
It is not ſo much diſcredited as 
our Kingdom: They are perſor 
for the moſt part of Honour a 
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Reputation that are admitted to a 
familiar acquaintance with the in- 
ferngl Spirits. They vouchfafe 
not to appear and diſcover thern- 
ſelyes to every idle Raſcal. I have 


cel ſeen wonderful Cures performed 
wh by their means, not ſo much by 
heſ the ſecret operation of the Spirit, 


as by the virtue of Herbs and Me- 
dicines applied to the Patient, 
which were direCted and reveal- 
ed by the Evil Spirit 5 for the De- 
vil is a good Phyſitian, he may 
difpute the Palm with Hypoocrates 
ang Galer, I have ſeen adeaf man, 
whoſe Organ was only obſttuted, 
iy aps qot incapacitated, cured by 
Hl the Application of an Herb like 
wth our Sorrel , called Hegs by 
the Avors. Agues and Fgvers are 
driven away by the touch of ſome 
ef theſe Magicians other Diſeaſes 
require a longer time, and other 
Remedies. 
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This City is full of this fort of 
People that © y/ acknowledge 
themſelves to E uch, and own a 
familiarity with ſeveral infernal 
Spirits: Their Names and Ap- 
pearance I could never know from 
them. I was very inquiſitive to 
underſtand ſomething of their art; 
but their Grandeur could not ſuf- 
fer them to entertain a Diſcourſe 
with a poor Slave. I have ſeen 
them make Figures & Images of 
Clay and Wax, which they put up- 
on the top of their houſes,cſpecial- 
ly in the two Solſtices,in the Equi- 
noGials, and in the full Moon ; 
the reaſon, as I' did conceive, w 
to make them receive ſome quality 
which the Stars do ſend down at 
ſuch ſeaſons upon the corporal 
Bodies. 
There are many ſorts of Trades 
in this place; but as in moſt Ct 
tics of Barbary , they all live to- 
gether 
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gether in one Street that are of 
the ſame Profeſſion. 

At one end of the Town hard 
by the River Elonad that waters 
the Fields of Climſen, is ereted 
a ſtately Caſtle, the Seat of the 
Lieutenant or Governour of the 
City : It overlooks the Town, 
and commands it with a hundred 
Peeces of Ordnance. Nothing is 
here remarkable but the Antiqui- 
ty of the Buildings and Fortifica- 
tions. 

It was firſt erected in'the time 
of the Vandal Kings, to keep this 
laland Countrey.in ſubjeRtion, and 
eſpecially this great and populous 
City. It hath been ſince enlarged 
by the Saracexs. In the middle 
ſtands a Pillar full of Arbick 
Letters, written in blew Figures 
upon black Marble, to fignifie the 
memorable actions that have been 
performed in the time of Saracen 
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ot Arabick Kings. They have 
reigned in theſt parts'many years 
before Charles the Fifth atrempt- 
ed to'win Arerers, A ſmall Hiſto- 

and Accourit of their Names 
and Actions T' ſhall annex in its 
—_—_ 0772 
This City is the largeſt in the 
whole Kingdom, which is limited 
on'the North ſide by the Mediter- 
rawtan; on the Ealt 'by Twi, on 
the South by -Argid , another 
large Kingdom in' the Land, und 
by Smvtiz, a Province that hath 
almoſt tothing but Mountains and 
Rocks; and-on 'the Weſt it bor- 
ders upon 'the Kingdom of Fez: 
It contains 250 Leapues ih length, 
from the Sea in the Land as far ay 
Angad, and about t66 in breadth, 
from Bonſe-2 to the Cape called 
by our pevple Cap de Bygaremo, It 
'contains ſeveral Cities well forti- 
fied, the chiefare Argiers and Tre- 


miſen, 
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vriſen, or Climſan, (o called by the 
Inhabitans; on the Sea-Coalt are 
Cercelli, Bongia, Gigiari, Maita» 
gar, Biſche, Gileto, Guien, Arſeni, 
oran,that belongs to the Spaniard; 
where a Marquifs commands the 
Countrey about ten Miles round, 
with ſeven or eight hundred horſe; 
Zereni, Arſebiba, Bnazia, Corban, 
ſome of theſe are Cities, others 
but ſmall Towns. 

In the Land are many good 
Towns and Places of Note; theſe 
are the chief, Benibachul, Albori, 
Tegdeme, Stefe, Canatudi, Mednua, 
Calamon, Lori, Albron, Segmes, a 
large Town that gives name to a 
Province ſo called ; Hagroah, Bi- 
broehl, and ſeveral others, whoſe 
Names are hereafter mentioned ; 
I have reckoned up here above a 
hundred Villages inhabited by the 
Africans, that are Servants to the 
Arabians, and they are Sub- 
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je@ to the Turk - Some of them 
retain the ancient Language. In 
the Province of Sratta they have 
a particular Speech , not under- 
ſtood by any but by themſelves : 
Some told me that it is the old Py- 
ich Language 3, for they that in- 
habic theſe Mountains and barren 
Places, were driven thither by the 
Wars and Cruelty of the new In- 
habitants, who had ground and 
room enough without troubling 
that poor ſort of People ; there- 
fore they always left them to en- 
joy their own without diſturbing 
them; only they have obliged 
them to receive the Law of M4 
bomet : That was not difficult to 
impoſe upon a People that before 
had ſcarce any Religion; or if 
they had, it was accompanied witt 
ſo much Ignorance and Superſtiti 
on that they knew no reaſon to op- 
poſe that Religion that appeared 
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round about them, fo ſucceſsful , 
and ſo univerſally received. 

In this City of Clim/arn | remain- 
ed z years with my Maſter. At our 
firſt Arrival our General took poſ- 
ſcflion of the Government, and of 
the Caſtle, and the former Go- 
vernour took Charge of the Tri- 
bute-Money to be conveyed to 
Argiers, A week after our com- 
ing, he ſet forwards with his 
Companies that had been weak- 
ned by the Diſeaſes of the laſt 
Year : His Commiſſion ordered 
him to meet the Weſtern Army, 
and both together to return home 
with their ſums of Money. Our 
Deſtiny ſtaid us in this City, in 
which I met with various and 
ſtrange Adventures, I was th 
times obliged to undertake a | 
ney with my Maſter io che |. 
firſt was towards Angad, 11 which 
Province is a famous and ancient 

City 
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City called Bedtza, not inferiour 
to Climſaz , unleſs it be in the 
largeneſs and excellency of the 
Buildings. 

The Countrey round about is 
full of all forts of Fruit, and is 
not ſo hot as one might imagine. I 
found ſeveral ſorts of Commodi- 
ties at a very cheap Rate, which 
we purchaſe with large Sums, and 
great labour and hazard, Hides, 
Hony , Bees-Wax are here in a 
great abundance. 

We paſt over a Sandy Valley a- 
bout half way to Bedtza,where we 
found a great deal of glitteri 
Sand, much like to that of Gold. 
Inthe middle is a large Lake, unto 
which the wild Beaſts and Serpents 
reſort 3 above 500r 60 did threat» 
en us when we offered to ap- 
proach. 

Our Buſineſs in theſe parts was 


to treat with a great Commander 
of 
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of the Arabs, the Prince of 'this 
Kingdom, about ſome Bufineſs of 
Importance to our Garriſon. My 
Maſter was diſpatch'd as an Amy 
baſſador with a conſiderable 
Guard to defend him fromthe At- 
tempts of wild Beaſts and Lawleſs 
Thieves, of which the Mountains 
are peopled. 

Te is needleſs to relate all the 
Particulars 'of our Journey, and 
the manner of our Reception. 

We paſled through many Com- 
panties of Tents. They had cho- 
ſen for their Situation the moſt 
pleaſant Valleys, and fruitful 
Ground. The firſt day we had a 
ſharp Encounter with about a do- 
zen luſty Lions 3 they hunted af- 
ter their prey, and met with death 
at the end.of our Muskets. They 
could not be kill'd without re- 
ceiving ſome damage : One of our 
men was wounded with the ney 
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of one of theſe Furious Beaſts, 
that leap'd upon him after that he 
had been ſtruck through the Belly. 
The danger of our Companion 
made us diſpatch. him ſooner out 
of the way. This danger was 
. followed by another more fearful; 
but we eſcaped out of it as hap- 

pily. : 
The next day we paſled through 
a large and Sandy Plain of about 
ten Leagues long, and four broad, 
called by the Moors, Scidduabr 
in it were raiſed ſeveral little Hills 
moveable with the Wind, be- 
tween, which of neceſſity we were 
to paſs. We were no ſooner en- 
tred, but a ſtrong Eaſterly Wind 
raiſes the light Sand, and threatens 
to bury us alive; It was a fearfu) 
thing to us to behold ſo much 
Earth flying in our faces ; the Air 
was thick with the duſty Sand 3 in 
a moment a Hill was removed from 
on E 
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one place to another ; beſides that 
we had to encounter with the boi- 
ſterons Wind , our Horſes were 
half buried in a moment, we could 
not make a ſtop in this dreadful 
place for fear of being paſt hopes 
of returning. 

The reſt of our Journey was 
far more pleaſant ; for it afforded 
us variety of ObjeQts, not ungrate- 
ful unto us ; befides, the way was 
leſs dangerous and leſs trouble- 
ſom. 

In eight days we had a fight of 
the Walls of Bedtzxa: We were 
kindly entertained at the Princes 
Coſt, He was a Perſon of a mid- 
dle Stature, very ſwarthy, in his 
Face the Charatters of Majeſty 
did appear, and in his Garb and 
Attendance thoſe of his Dignity. 
At our arrival 500 Horſe were 
ſent out to meet us at ſome diſtance 
from the City z they came in very 

good 
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good Order, and led usto an A- 
partment that had been prepared 
for my Maſters Reception afloon 
as they heard of our Approach. 
We received here the Comple- 
ment of many perſons of Quali- 
ty 


Aſſoon as the Prince was arri- 

ved from the Fields, we were ſent 
to wait upon him. The Ceremo- 
nies obſerved on this Occaſion I 


took exact notice of, The Princes 
Guards cloathed with a thin Stuff 
of a Scarlet Die, with red Bon- 
nets and white Feathers flying u 
on it, yielded a moſt labia light 
on both fides of the way, that 
were lined with them. At acon- 
venient diſtance ſtood the officers, 
whoſe Garb and Meen did make us 
take notice of them for Perſons 
more eminent than the reſt. They 
were as full of Civility as Honour, 


when my Maſter paſſed by them 5 
paying 
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ying unto him as much Re 
- an Ambaſſador from the Grand 
Seignior could expeR. 

We paſled through three large 
Streets in view of many Thou- 
ſands that did look upon us from 
the tops of the Houſes and the 
Windows : Before us marched 
two grave Fellows very neatly 
dreſt 5 next went 'my Maſter, fol» 
lowed by two Twrks bearing the 
Preſents deſigned for the Prince. 
We were attended by many of his 
Ofticers. | 

When we came to the Palace, 
the Guards that were at the Gate 
obliged us to leave our Sandals be- 
bind. 

It 1s a very large Houſe, built of 
Marble and Brick ; the white and 
red Colours do yield a pleaſant 
ſight: We entred into three 
Courts very handſomly adorned 
with curious work ; at the firſt my 

| Maſter 
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Maſter was complemented by the 
Princes Secretary , at the ſecond 
by his Brother, and led into the 
third, where He Himſelf was ly- 
ing in State. In the middleof it 
was erected a great Tent of green 
Silk ; at the four Corners, and on 
the top were Flags of red Stlk,ha- 
ving the Arms of Adahomet, and 
of the Princes Family very neatly 
wrought : At the Door my Ma- 
ſter was met by the Prince him- 
ſelf, who is bound to pay that re- 
ſpet to any that comes in the 
Name of the Grand Seignior. Some 
Diſcourſe and kind | __—_ 
paſſed between them , which | 
could not approach to hear 3 they 
went next both together, and al- 
cended three Steps at the further 
end of the Tent, and fate upon a 
large Table, my Maſter at the 
left hand of the Arabian Prince 


over their Heads a ſtately Canopy 
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was hung , and round about Per- 
ſons of the greateſt Quality 
ſtood, to honour and encreaſe the 
Solemnity. My Maſter acquain- 
ted him with his Buſineſs and De+ 
ſign, and received from him a 
very favourable Anſwer , with 
a Promiſe to endevyour his ſpee- 
dy fatisfaQion, 

I aw here nothing of that 
rudeneſs, which our People ima- 
gine to be in all the Parts of 4fri- 
ca The Place, and Attendance 
of the Prince, had as much of 
State and Glory, as is uſual a- 
mongſt the little Princcs of Ex» 
rope. I found nothing barbarous 
but their Language, which I 
could not well underſtand.

Theſe Difficulties that did ap» 
pear in this Negotiation were not 
to be overcome. by an ordinary 
__ and Courage. Fous 
perſons of the Sw/tens Council 
were appinted to receive and an- 
ſwer the Ambaſſadors Propoſals 
At firſt they would not liſten to 
them, but returned a Smile and a 
Jeſt to his Demands, as if they 
had been ridiculous : My Ma» 
{ter did often treat with them, 
but could not have any fatisfacti- 
onz They anſwered, for the 
Robberies that were done, they 
could not be prevented, that the 
perſons ' demanded were not be 
found in thoſe parts z that if any 
ſuch had done ſuch violences, 
It was without the Princes know- 
ledge, againſt bis Will ; and that 
the perſons were removed far in- 

M 4 to 
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to the Countrey , from whence 
they could not be fetch'd with 
eaſe: The truth was, that the 
Prince himſelf had received ſome 
preſents, and a conſiderable part 
of the Booty, which he was not 
willing to let go again. Untoall 
the other Demands they gave un- 
ſatisfattory Anſwers , which did 
— my Maſter to patience,and 
a reſolution : Firſt he laboured 
within a few days to conſider the 
divers Intereſts that did rule, and 
the preſent Eſtate of that Court, 
which did help him on in his bu- 
fineſsz for he made uſe of thoſe 
perfons that were able to ſerve 
him , and did work upon them 
according to their Inclinations & 
Intereſts, to put an end to his Ne- 
— He had by this wiſe 
nduct brought -it to a very 
fair paſs 3 after much labour and 
/ perlwafion he had obliged the 


Prince 
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Prince to a reſtitution of part of 
the Plunder, 'and to promiſe to 


maintain Peace, and not to ſuffer 


any Injuries to be done by his 
People to the Subjects of the 
Turk, But this did not ſatisfie my 
Maſter ; he was reſolved to ob- 
lige him to conſent to the reſt of 
his Demands.and to force him to 
abate ſomething of the great Cu- 
{toms that were raiſed upon .the 
Commodities of the Countrey, 
that were tranſported out of the 
Limits z but this could never 
have been obtained, had it not 
been for an Accident that hap- 
pened afterwards; My Maſter 
was ſo diſcouraged when he came 
from a Meeting where the Com- 
miſſioners were preſent, that he 
gave me order to prepare all 
things for his ſpeedy departure. 
I ſaw that his Melancholy look 
did diſcover his Diſcontent, and 

bis 
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his Commands the cauſe of his 
Diſpleafure:: 'I-made bold with 
him to comfort him in this occa- 
fion, and did offer him at all ad- 
ventures 8 remedy to his diflatis» 
faion, if he would be pleaſed to 
tell unto me how his buſineſs did 
ſtand ; he had often tried my ex- 
perience in affairs,and had no lit- 
tle confidence upon my Fidelity 
& Wit. T his was not the firſt time 
that I had been uſeful unto him 
to help him out of difficult Af- 
fairs ; therefore he propoſed to 
, me the whole ſtate of his buſineſs, 
Sir, ſaid Ito my Maſter, Trou- 
' ble not your ſelf, 1 will cauſe the 
Prince to give you full ſatisfacti- 
On. You cannot ſo eafily do 
what you have promiſed, replied 
my Maſter. I an{wercd to him, 
that I was much miſtaken if I 
had not found out a way to bring 
him to conſent to things more 

con- 
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contrary to his {Intereſt than what 
he had propoſed, . He was defi- 
rous to know; I told him the 
Plot, and wiſh'd him ve put it 
ſpeedily in execution ; for difti- 
cult Cauſes require'a ſtout reſoln- 
tion, 'and a great diligence. M 
Maſter found my Diſcourſe ſo 
reaſonable, and the Deſign fo 

robable, that he began to etn- 

ace me, and promiſed my free- 
domat his return to Argiers, in 
caſe he ſhould be ſucceſsful in 
this buſineſs ; he proceeded in it 
as I perſwaded him, in this man- 
ner: The Prince of 47gad, who is 
honoured with the Title of Swl- 
far, had a Nephew Heir to his 
Eſtate and Fortune , of a great 
Courage, and of as great Am- 
bition 3 the People had for him 
a particular reſpect, becauſe his 
Father had ſacrificed his Life for 
the publick Good, and _— 
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he had an infinuating preſence, 
that did command both Love and 
Reverence from all that did be- 
hold him 3 he was befides prown 
very popular, ſetting bis Gentus, 
his Inclinations and Actions to the 
temper of every one; which 
Carriage did wonderfully win 
unto him the eſteem of all the 
Arabs z his Name was Zidi Hamed 
Hochbuſh. Since my Maſters ar- 
rival in theſe parts, he did often 
viſit him, and delighted much in 
his Company : I know not whe- 
ther he had a deſign to ingratiate 
himſelf by that means with the 
Garriſon of Climſan, - or oblige 
the Turks to his aſſiſtance, in cale 
any thing ſhould be undertaken 
againſt him. My Maſter, accord- 
ing to my Advice, beltows upon 
him at the firſt Interview, in ſe- 
cret, all the Flatterics & Praiſes 
that he was able ts : ” - 
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him that - ſo: noble a Soul was ne- 
ver born 'to'be a Subject ; that 
the whole Countrey did love 
him entirely, as one that was 
worthy of their homages and re- 
{peRt; that he would do well to 
look to himſelf, leſt any Diffe- 
rence or Jealouſie, as is uſual in 
ſuch Occafions, ſhould ariſe be- 
tween: him-and his Uncle, which 
might:coſt him his Head z that it 
would become. the greatneſs of 


| his Courage and Birth not to 


ſtoop to ſuch mean Offices as he 
was employed about ; and that 
that was done purpolcly to abaſe 
him'in the eſteem of the People. 
This Diſcourſe my Maſter ſweet- 
ned with ſtrong proteſtations of 
his Love and readineſs to-do him 
Service,. promiſing to publiſh his 
worth among theT#rks his Coun- 

treymen. 
The young man perceived not 
wy 
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epy Maſters Deſign, but began to 
conceive very haughty thoughts 
of himſelf and Abilities. 

Within a few days after he 
came to pay my Maſter a Vitſit. 
They both entred into an inner 
Room, admitting none to enter 
in to them but my ſelf, aud 
there they fell upon the ſame di- 
{courſe : My Maſter omitted no- 
thing, to make him believe that 
Nature and Providence had 'de- 
ligned him for the Throne, af- 
ſoon as he was Born, - As we had 
before determined to give him 
a Regalio, my Maſter fent fox 
three Leathern Bottles of: Wine, 
that I had. ſecretly conveyed a- 
mongl(t his Baggage, and brought 
toBedtua;tor theTurks conſcience 
may drink Wine privately with- 
out a Diſpenſation : The TYoung- 
Man had never taſted ſuch a Li- 
quor in his Daics before, for 
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although they have in that Coun- 
try abundance of Grapes, they 
have loſt the uſe of Wine : How 
pleaſing therefore this reccption 
was to him, may be caffly ima- 
gined. _ 
My Maſter continued in his 
Hypocriſie , .and proteſted, that 
out of a ſincere reſpet for him, 
he did offer this rarity to him : 
The Young-Man was ſoon hot 
with a little of this Liquor 5 it 
made him reveal unto my Maſter 
ſeveral Intrigues, that were not 
unuſeful unto him afterwards z 
but the chiefelt Operation of 
this Wine , was, when he met 
with the Prince his Uncle , who 
began to chide him for ſome un- 
decent aGtion that he had done , 
he theo fell into ſuch a Paſſion , 
that all imagined him to be Mad 3 
the Prince caſt a Lance at him , 
and had he not declined the 

| Blow, 
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Blow, he had there ended his 
daies, and fruſtrated our de- 
fign. 
There grew ſuch hatred im- 
mediatAy between them, that 
they could not ſuffer the ſight 
of one anvther : The Prince did 
not dare to caſt him into Priſon, 
becauſe of the People ; and the 
Nephew would never. truſt him 
for the future. 

The difſention was increaſed 
daily by falſe Frieads, who do 
advantage and pleaſe themſelves 
with the ruin of others : Ar laſt, 
the Young Nephew grew very 
falous of his Uneles Deſtgns , 
and began to meditate an Eſcape 
out of his Dominions : My Ma+ 
{ter perſwaded him not to delay, 
but ſpeedily to fly for his Life 
for if it were once ſuſpetted , 
his Uncle would not be retained 
by any conſideration from depri- 

ving 
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ving him of his Liberty, it may 
be with his life 5 for that end he 
gave hima Horſe, an excellent 
Courſer that he had brought 
with him: He made haſte to- 
wards the Borders with a few fol- 
lowers,where he raiſed the Coun- 
try, that came in to his affiſtancez 
ſo that within a few days he ap- 
peared at the head of 10000 men, 
News came daily of ſome Parties 
that did join with them, and at 
laſt we heard how the 1»rks of 
Argeirs were reſolv'd to affiſt him 
were not their Demands granted. 

My Maſter began to take his 
leave aſloon as this was reported 
in the Town: The Prince to 
prevent it, offered him his De- 
mands, and loaded him with Ci- 
vilities;for he forelaw the dread- 


ful conſequence that would en- 
ſue if he offered to offend the 


Turks, and if they did counte- 
nance 
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nance his Nephew in his Rebelli- 
on, it might prove the ruine of 
Himſelf and Kingdom 3 there- 
fore to engage them to his Inte» 
reſt, which was the moſt juſt, he 
courted my Maſter,their Ambal- 
ſador , with all expreſſions of 
kindnefs ; our Lodgings were al- 
ways full of Courtiers, and eve- 
ry day wedid feel and (ce ſome 
Tokens of the Princes Kindneſs 
or Fear. 

This part of the Countrey be: 
gan ta be in na little apprehenſt 
on at firſt 5 but when my Maſte 
had received full ſatisfaction, he 
{etled their minds with the aſlu- 
rance that the Turks were to0 
honeſt to. approve of the Ne 
phews Rebellion againſt an Ug 
Kle: Yet fuch was my Malten 
indnels tor the young man, that 
he mediated for him, and obliged 
the Prince to invite bim again to 


= 
his Duty , and pardon his'Of- 
fences 3 which he, accepted of 
willipgly , when he heard how 
we had promiſed to lend our ſuc» 
cours to his Unkle , in caſe; he 
ſhould remain obſtinate in the 
purſuance of his wicked Des 
ſign. - He quickly return'd.to 
Court, and was there received 
with a jealous Countenance, that 
had always an Eye upon him and 
his Actions : The fond Love: the 


be: People had conceived for him fa- 

pl ved his Life 3 for none did dare 

me to attempt to injure him that was 
e 


ſo dear tg.every one. 

The young mans confidence 
upon the Peoples Affection made 
bim -more impertinent than o- 
therwiſe he would have been : 
It made him appear more bold 
tooppolſe 'his Unkle, and 'more 
negligent in his Duty towards 

ma; 
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When we had our Diſpatches, 
we left him to his own Fortune, 
and return'd again to Climſax, to 
the great ſatisfation of all the 
City, who did hope to reap no 
ſmall advantage from this Nego- 
tiation, My Maſter had the ho- 
nour of it, although it was ef- 
fected by my Contrivance. He 
ever after employed me in his 
difficult Aﬀairs, and admitted me 
into his private Council ; Ao Ho: 
nour that a Slave could never ex: 
pet from the Turks Severt 
ty 


We made ſome ſtay in this Ct 
ty of Climſan , in which time | 
took notice of many Particular 
of the ſeveral manners of Execs 
tion, which are theſe 3 Empaling, 
They thruſt a ſharp Stake inte 
the Body of the Criminal, whid 
enters in between their Legs,an 
appears again at their _— 
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This is their uſual way of treating 
notable Robbers, and Fellows 
that have ated againſt the Go+ 
vernment : It is cruel and in- 
humane; for it puts the Patient 
to a long Pain when the Stake 
hath eſcapd the Heart, and ſome 
of the more ſenſible Parts : Some 
I bave ſeen alive near fx hours in 
this manner. 

Thoſe that commit Adultery, 
or that attempt any thiog againſt 
the Lives of them whom they 


| 1 | ſhould defend, are caſt headlong 


down a Precipice , at the bottom 
whereof ſharp Stakes are ereQed 
to welcome them, and diſpatch 
them into another World, I 
have heard ſad Groans and Qut- 
cries from ſach that have been 
thus executed. 

There is another manner of 
Execution, not uſual in our Cli- 
mates ; when any have commit-

red Sacriledpe, or done any ACti- 
on to the difhonour of 17ahomet, 
or the Religion profetled- in this 
place, they poure ſ{calding Lead 
int9- his MAith, which Gnks In 
with a horrible Smoke, and burns 
the Throat to the Entrails : I ne- 
ver heard any. give the leaſt 
ſhrick : for the burning Metal 
conſumes all before it, and cauſes 
the Wind-pipe to ſhrink. 

Others axe expoſed to the cru- 
elty of the Children, who with 
ſharp Sticks and Canes do prick 
them to death, that they might 
accultom theſe young Spirits to 
Blood and Wounds, that when 
they grow to age they might leſs 
abhor it. I have ſeen them take 
a great delight to thruſt their 
ſharp Reeds into the Sides and 
Back of the pyor Criminal, who 
15 not able ro detend himſelf, but 
with his Tongue 3 for his Hands

and Legsare tyed in ſuch a man- 
ner as he may only walk. Itisa 
very pitiful Spectacle to ſee a 
poor Creature bleed out his Soul 
through ſo many Wounds. The 
ſportful Outcries and Voices of 
the Children do' hinder the dying 
men from being heard. Some 
of them continue alive many 
hours, ſprinkling their Bluod 
wherever they craw]. 

There is here another as 
ſtrange an Execution as the for- 
mer ; In the great Market place 
of the City a brazen Lion ſtands, 
hollow within , with a grim and 
threatning Countenance , at his 
Side a Door opens,which 1s made 
to receive thoſe that are to be 
executed in that matiner. They 
are perſons that are guilty of 
ſome horrid Crimes\, and that 
have offended the Publick in a 
grievous manner. To recom-

penſe them therefore by their 
Deaths, they execute them thus, 
that they that have been uſeleſs 
in their Lives, may give ſome 
ſport at leaſt at their going out 
of the world to the People ; 
they areſhut intothis new Inven- 
tion, and a Fire of Waod is 
kindled under it, which by de- 
grees, as it heats the Brals, it puts 
them to 1 greater torture : The 
pain forces them to complain and 
cry out. N 

Nowat the M»uth, Ears, and 
under the Tail of the Lion are 
holes artificially made, out of 
which the Complaints and Cries 

of the Patient do burſt forth 
through different Windings and 
Turnivgs, in ſuch a manner that 
ſeveral Voices, or rather Tunes, 
are framed ane after another ; 
for the Cry is longer a coming 
out of the Tail than the Ears,and 
{0 
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* fo of the Mouth :Beſides,the vari- 


ety of Cries yields a pleaſant and 
a various ſound to the Ears of the 
Spectators. This cruel ſport 
continues many times a whole 
day, to divert the people; for 
at the Judges pleaſure they kin- 
dle a lefler or a greater Fire , 
which cauſes the Patient to die 
accordingly. I could never learn 
the Author of this inhumane En- 
gine which hath been died with 
to much blood ; for during my 
three years abode 1n that place, 
I ſaw above twenty caſt into that 
Oven. A Woman, a Child and 
a Man were put 1n together ; for 
it is very large: Their Crime 
was that they had attempted to 
kill our Governour, by the ſol- 
licitation of a 4/9r7ſco Prince that 
hated him. © The Woman was to 
trapan and enſnare him with her 
Beauty,and convey (ccretly ſome 
poiſon 
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poiſon by that means into his 
Drink, when ſhe ſhould be ad- 
mitted into his Familiarity, and 
in caſe that Plot did not ſucceed, 
then the man was to ſtab or ſhoot 
him when he could meet him at 
an advantage, Our old General 
was nut ſo aged but he had ſome 
Reliques of his youthful Inclina- 
tions : when theretore he ſaw her 
Beautiful! Eyes, large and full of 
Spirits, he laboured to get into 
her more intimate Acquaintance, 
thinking to meet there with a 
perfect happineſs; he employed 
ſuch means as he quickly compal- 
ſed his Deſign, but not to his ſa- 
tisfaction ſo much as was expect- 
ed ; for as they were together, 
ſhe diſcovered a Box which tte 
was ſo deſirous to hide from him, 
that the became ſuſpitious that it 
might be ſomething that he un- 
deritood not : Afloon as he faw 
it, 
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it, he judged it to be poiſon ; but 
to be more aſlured, he tried it 
upon a Dog, which ſuffered the 
ſtrength of it inſtead of his Ma- 
ſter, and died within an hour af- 
ter the taking of it. The Wo- 
man confeſſed her *defign, and 
that her Husband was one that 
Intenved to perform what (he 
had failed to do, in another man- 
ner. They were both taken,with 
an innocent Boy about twelve 
years of Age, and all three con- 
demned together ; the Child on- 
ly becauſe he had ſuch deſperate 
and wicked Parents, to imprint 
a greater terror into the minds 
of fuch Offenders: for the fu- 
ture: There wasno rcgard had 
to Innocency it ſelf : The poor 
Child was forced to accompany 
his Parents in Death, as well as 
in the pur{1ance of their unlaw- 
ful Deſign. Their different Voices 


and 
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and cries did yield a moſt pleaſant 
although a cruel Harmony,which 
was not ungrateful to the Twrks, 
who never pity the 1oors. 

They uſe in this City ſtrang- 
ling as well as the 7arks in other 
places, -and«*Drowning with a 
Stone tied to the neck, executing 
by Beaſts, by the Sword, and ſuch 
other forts of Death, common-in 
Other-places. 

Beſides, there is another man- 
ner of executing Offenders pro- 
per to this place, which | never 
heard to be practiſed in any 0- 
ther. It is as cruel as it is {trange 
to us. Out of the Town is 
planted a high Poſt in form of a 
Croſs, upon which the Offender 
1s laid ; they firſt (trip him na- 
ked and cut out his Tongue,then 
they ſtretch him on the Poſt that 
lies acroſs, and tye him to it both 
by his hands and fteets thus they 

expolc 
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expoſe him to the fury of the 
ravenous Birds, that ſoon ſmell 
him out. The Eagles and Vul- 
tures do diſpatch him in leſs than 
a day : The poor Creature lies 
at their mercy ; he ſees them fix 
their ſharp Bills in his fleſh , and 
pluck out his Heart , not being 
able to refiſt them ; he ſees hime» 
ſelf become a Prey to the Birds 
of the Air; which cannot but 
trouble him, to behold ſuch baſe 
Creatures feed themſelves with 
his Fleſh, and inſult over him, 
without the Jeaſt reſpeCt to his 
humanity. It is obſerved , that 
the Eagles ſeek firſt for the 
Heart; they tear up the Breſt 
till they have found it , without 
any regard to the reſt of the 
Body , until that be devoured. 
Sometimes Twenty of theſe 
great Birds are ſeen at one time 
upon 'a poor Man , for this part

Here is abundance of Wheat, 
Barley, Rice, &c. for Oats, they 
grow Wild in the places that are 
not Ploughed 3 every Spring cau- 
ſeth the Roots to ſhoot out, and 
produce again this Grain ; for 
the heat of the Summer renders 
all things unfruitful, as the humi- 
dity of the Winter doth reſtore 
unto them their native fertility, 

The Commodities of this Place 
are many ; the ordinary,are Oy], 
Ginger , Silk , Raiſins, a Stuff 
made of the Barks of Trees, 
which the Inhabitants cauſe to 
be Dyed in all ſorts of Colours ; 
Balm , which is here of ſuch an 

excellent 
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excellent nature', that it is a @+ 
veraign Remedy'ta all Wounds, 
within the ſpace! of four and 
twenty hours it clofeth and heals 
a Cut inthe Fleſh.. ! Here is alfo 
many ſorts of Driigs ,' which our 
Merchants fetch fromthe zdits, 
with vaſt Coſt and Labour. In 
ſome places here is a golden 
Sand, . which, if any irdultrioys 
People did ſee and enjoy it, :I 
think they might reduce it to true 
Gold , by refining all the ſandy 
and-drofly part ;'but the Inha- 
bitants make little uſe of it. 

In the Deſert Places of this 
Kingdom, are great quantity of 
Creatures, whole skin makes the 
excellent Buff 5 they are about 
the bigneſs ofan Ox, without a- 
ny Joints at their Feet , therefore 
they can hardly riſe when they 
fall 3 they run very ſwiftly : The 
Inhabitants take them in this man- 

-ner 5 
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nerz They obſerve the place 
where theſe Beaſts do rub them- 
ſelves ; if it be a Tree, they cut 
the Stump, and prop it up in ſuch 
a manner that it ſtands up, ready 
to fall at the leaſt violence; when 
theſe Beaſts come to their uſua] 
 place,they rub according to their 
cuſtome , leaning themſelves a- 
2 the broken Tree, which 
alls, and they after it. Here 
are Other ſorts of beaſts ordina- 
ry in our Climates: Tigers are 
here of an extraordinary bigneſs, 
with Leopards, wild Atles, wild 
Horſes with a tumor in their fore- 
head that is hard 3 which may 
have occaſioned the Fable of the 
Unicorn ; for in ſome it ſhoots 
out in ſuch a manner that it ap- 
pears like unto a Horn of a white 
Colour, of a Cubit long. .

They are ſo{wift in running that 
no Horſe can follow them z lome- 
times they are ſurprized when 
they come near the inhabited 
Countrey , and are kill'd/ with 
Guns, but it is a difficult buſinefs 
to catch them alive z their your 
ones are very wild and foike. and 
are of a ruddy colour until they 
come to be a year old; '/ i © 

There is here a great nurhber 
of Oltriches ; it is a notable bird, 

that runs and flies very ſpeedily 3 

no Creature Is | able to keep pace 
with it, Many extraordinary 
things are reported of it. The 

Countrey people ſay that they do 
ſometimes nd their Neſts 1a the 
Sands: They make them in'this 

manner 3 they ſcrape a. round 

Pit as large as their body, where 

they place their Eggs in order. 

They lay above a hundred before 

O 2 they 
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they cauſe them to: bring forth, 
not in a heap, but in ſeveral 
ranks; the Sun-beams warmithem 
and cauſe them to burſt forth in- 
to birds; the Mother-Oftrich 0- 
verlooks them, and when the 
firſt laid Eggs are become. birds, 
ſhe takes the farthermoſt Eggs to 
feed them until they come of age 
and ſtrength to walk alone, It 
is a Creature-that is careleſs of 
her Fruit until they are birds,and 
then ſhe nouriſhes -them _ 
care, giving equally to all, ſhew- 
ing thereby be Juſtice. She is 
a bird very temperate, content 
with a fea quantity of food,and 
able to digeſt the hardeſt ſub- 
ſtance, as Iron, Steel', and 
Stones. 
Near the City is a Fountain of 
a ſtrange nature; it yields a 
plentiful Stream, whenthe Moon 
is 1n its Full, then the Water is 
: boiling 
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boiling hot z-'but- it cools by de- 

rees as the Moondecreaſes, and 

ecomes extream cold when it is 
the laſt day 5 the Stream alſo be- 
cotning leſſer or greater accor- 
dingly. When any are troubled 
with the Gout or any other Dif- 
caſe in the Limbs, they repair 
thither from all parts to be waſhet 
in that Water, that is brackiſh. 
I have known many that have 
been cured in the Bath that is 
joining to it, by waſhing them- 
ſelves ſeveral days in the fall 
Moon. 

One thing more renders this 
Place famous all over the Coun- 
trey , and cauſeth people from 
all parts to reſort toit: Here is 
the Tomb of a great Hage, not 
much inferiour to 4{ahomet in the 
eſteem of this People, as much 
reſpeted by all that fancy to 
have received any benefit from 
X O3 their 
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their Pilgrimages hither. Men 
or: Women 'that' are troubled 
with Iſſues of blood, Agues, Tu- 
mors, Dropſies, and many other 
Diſeaſes, do take a'great deal of 
pains to come and pay. their Re- 
ſpefts to the Coffin of this: old 
Saint,, renowned in his Life time 
for Phyſick, and after his Death, 
the 4foors have fancied . that his 
bones and Reliques had ſome ex- 
traordinary virtue contained in 
them, which they ſeek to be par- 
takers of by their Devotions in 
this place. So calle a thing it is 
to aug the Ignorant Multi- 
tude to Superſtition: When 
men are eſteemed for ſome extra» 
ordinary ' qualities, 'the People 
fancy that theſe qualities do yet 
accompany them 1m their graves, 
that they are_ inſeparable from 
their bodies. ; The Heathen I- 
dols were increaſed by this means 

to 
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to that vaſt Army of Gods, and 
Rome hath fill!ld her Oratories 
with an innumerable company of 

etty Saints by this Expedient ; 
For it is ordinary in the Popiſh 
Dominions to make them paſs for 
Saints that have excelled in any 
particular Art or Knowledge, 
when thatGeneration is dead that 
hath been acquainted with the 
Vices and Weakneſles of the De- 
ceaſed. 

Beſides, there 1s at a League 
diſtant from the City, towards 
the Eaſt, the Ruines of an 
old Tower, and about it a large 
Cave, where, as the People of 
the Town report, are frequent 
Appearances of Devils and evil 
Spirits that diſturb the 'Paſlen- 
gers at certain Seaſons of the 
Year ; ſome told me that there- 
abouts was kept the Witches Sab- 
baoth, a general Meeting of 

O 4 thols 
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thoſe deſperate Souls that own 
the Devils Power, It is believ- 
ed by the people that this place 
is dangerous in the night, 'al- 
though I "never ſaw any thing 
worſe than my ſelf when I have 
paſt that way, going about my 
Maſters buſineſs in all times of 
the day and night. But when 
ſuch kind of Reports are im- 
printed into the Fancy of the 
People, the leaſt teſtimony of a 
timorous perſon that hears the 
ſhaking of a Leaf is able to con- 
firm them in that belief, and no- 
thing can remove it out of their 
minds. I do not doubt but ſome 
Appearances have been of Evil 
Spirits 5 none but a Phantaſtick 
Sadducee 1s able to deny this 
Truth that hath all Ages to con- 
firmit 3 bot we muſt not be of 
ſo light a belief as to credit all 
the idle Reportsof Appearances 
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of Devils which fly amongſt the 
vulgar ſort of people. 

In this City of Tremiſer or Clim- 
ſan we made our abode longer 
than my Maſter at firſt deſigned 3 
but his good Services to them of 
Argiers deſerved no leſs than a 
grateful acknowledgement , by 
advancing him to a higher em- 
pluyment, ſuch as might reward 
him. 

At the return of the year, 
when the Turks Army came tore- 
lieve us, my Maſter had order 
to be Lieutenant Governour of 
the City, and to remain (till 
as long as he ſhould judge 
it convenient for his Intereſt. 
This place proved very beneficial 
to him, becauſe he had the Com- 
mand of the Parties that did 
march out- in the Fields to plun- 
der upon the Enemy 3 and when 
the Governour was pleaſed to go 

out 
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out himſelf towards the Borders, ' 


my Maſter had the Governours 
{mall Fees, that did amount to a 
conſiderable ſum in ſucha large 
City. During this time that we 
dwelt in this place ſeveral nota- 
ble Afﬀairs happened, which may 
claim a part in this Relation; The 
unconſtant Arabians did often 
riſe and trouble our peace, by 
their frequent Incurſionsz the 
King of #ez made an Inroad as 
far as our City with a con- 
ſiderable Body of Horle,thinking 
to ſurprize it unawares, Several 
other Princes were troubleſume 
tous, obliging our people to un- 
uſual Tributes and Cuſtomes 
when they paſled through their 
Countrey ; for this City enter- 
tains a great Trade with the In- 
land people, and with the Blacks. 
It was therefore the Twrks inte- 


reſt toentertain it, and remove 
all 
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all Obſtructions wich might hin- 
der afree Intercourſe : For that 
intent we had ſeveral troubleſom 
Buſineſſes both Warlike and Po- 
litick, which employed my Ma- 
{ter all the time of his being 
there. Inthe mean whiles I was 
not idle ; I had ſeveral Affairs 
that concerned my private Inte- 
reſt, and that I was to manage 
with Care and Induſtry. The 
Sultan of Argeirs gave a judg- 
ment of my Ability and Perſon, 
which was not contradicted b 
the Women with whom I was-at- 
terwards acquainted. 

I had as dithcult Encounters, 
and as ſtrange Adventures that 
happened to me with them, as 
my Maſter had in treating with 


' the Arabs, IT was no ſooner let- 


led in Climſan, but one of that 
Sex ſought a fair occaſion to diſ- 
cover her Afﬀection to me. 

I 
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I was very wary how I entertain- 
ed any ſuch Propoſition; for I 
was atfraid of my Maſters Cun- 
ning, or any other Plot which 
might be ſet on foot to drive me 
toa neceſſity of turning Mahn- 
metarn :; for I was often impor- 
eun'd by my Maſter, 'and invited 
with the promiſe of my Liberty, 
in caſe | would renounce Chriſti- 
anity 3 but I could never conſent 
to ſo much weakneſs , nor to act 
againſt ſo much Light God had 
diſcovered to me 1n his Truth, 
I was therefore affraid that all 
addreſles that were made to me 
of that nature were but Delignes 
to enſnare me, and oblige me to 
Apoſtacie, I. did not accept of 
fo fair opportunities as were of- 
fered to me, which created me a 
great deal of trouble ; for thoſe 
perſons became my deadly Ene- 
mics, they fought all occaſions 
ta 
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to. do me miſchief > Angered 
Love turns into deadly hatred. 
The firſt whoſe Careſles I was to, 
ſuffer was the Wife of a wealthy 
Citizen of Climſan ; her Husband 
was old and decrepit , andſhe 
very young, and therefore more 
pardonable if ſhe fought fatisfa- 
tion abroad, when ſhe could not 
find itat home. I was often ſent 
to her Houſe for things that my 
Maſter wanted 3 there ſhe began 
to be acquainted with me. 

The Women in this Countrey 
keep much at home , but their 
Minds and AfﬀeGtions are more 
wandring abroad , becauſe they 
are fo recluſe 5 whereas: if they 
had as much liberty as in other 
Countries, they would not be 
ſo furiouſly debauch'd : Their 
Husbands alſo keep fuch ftrict 
guard over them, that when 
they can eſcape their Eyes , they 


give 
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give the reins to their Paſſion, 
and labour to ſatisfie themſelves 
more abundantly ; ſtoln waters 
are ſweet: The: more they are 
forbidden and hindered from 
variety , the more pleaſure and 
ſatisfation they fancy in it. 

It is not to be imagined what 
- tricks and invention this Woman 
had todraw me into her Retire- 
ment : She began to declare her 
kindneſs by offering unto me 
ſome preſents when I came to 
her Dwelling : I never went but 
ſhe gave me ſomething to carry 
back for my ſelf, diſcourſing with 
me very freely when her Hus- 
band was not inthe way. I did 
not know unto what period this 
growivg paſſion might riſe, nor 
what ſad conſequences might fol- 
low; therefore | did ſhun her 
company as much as I could: Still 


ſhe laboured to win me with her 
Kind- 


| 
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Kindneſs. At one time her Hus- 
band being not at home, aſloon 
as I was entred ſhe diſcovered 
her face unto me, and took me 
by the hand to lead me into a 
private Room ; I followed her, 
not thinking at that preſent of 
her meaning 3 we were no ſooh- 
er entred, but without fear or 
ſhame ſhe began to wooe me with 
all the Expreſſions of tenderneſs 
imaginable, I was in a little trou- 
ble and haſte, and not willing to 
ſubmit : My reſiſtance did yet 
more enflame her ; whiles we 
were thus diſputing, ſhe to per- 
{wade me, and I todiſſwade bh 
in ſteps her Husband in the other 
Room next to us 3 his ſudden ar- 
rival ſcared us both; for we had 
not eſcaped his jealous Fury, had 
he ſeen me in {> private a place 
with his Wife ; - but there was 
no time to deliberate, nor way 

to 
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to eſcape but through the Door ; 
the danger therefore made her 
ingenious, and find out this Ex. 
pedient 3 ſhe roſe from me, and 
with a chearful Countenance 
meets her Husband at the Door, 
taking him by the hand, Zidadi, 
Ziddi, ſaith ſhe, I am glad you 
are come home, in the Back-ſide of 
our houſe is the ſlrangeit thing that 
ever you ſaw, and with that led 
him to ſee a Beaſt that my Maſter 
had ſent him, whilſt I eſcaped a- 
nother way, glad to have ſaved 
my life. . This danger could not 
make the Woman wile z ſhe yet 
continued her Love unto me, a 
cing me. many times into the 
greateſt Inconveniences, becauſe 
of her doting Husband, that did 
ſurprize us talking together in a 
too familiar manner. She did (till 
importune me with her Kindneſs, 


and by that means the old Foot 
began 
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began to be fo affraid of me that 
he was ready to;{tab me, I de- 
clared the buſineſs to my Maſter, 
and made him the Confident of 
that Love. He began to admire 


' my Continency and good For- 


tune, and defired me, it I were fo 
reſerved,. that I would pleaſure 
him by giving him a fayourable 
Meeting with that Lady ; for it 
ſeems he was grown amorous of 
her ; but her fair Face, which 
made her be eſteemed the great- 
eſt Beauty of the City, rad her 
Huszband to watch over her day 
and night, for fear ſhe ſhould 
talt of forbidden Fruit. My 
Maſter was' glad at - this diſcove- 
ry, he grumbled at me that I had 
not ſooner declared it unto him, 
alluring me that I might have 
been more confideht with him : 
Iexcuſed my ſelf, and told him 
that had I known his pleaſure, he 

P ſhould 
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ſhould have been already fatish- 
ed, I promiſed to ſerve him 
faithfully in this buſineſs, in caſe 


he would appeaſe the fury of her | 


jealous Husband,who did threat- 
en me with death if I came.near 
his houſe 3 he engaged to do it, 
which accordingly he performed; 
ſo that I was admitted again into 
the Citizens dwelling, and had 
there the ſame freedom as before. 
The Womans paſſion was not ſca- 
red with her Husbands Dilſplea- 
ſure and Jealouſic ; ſhe (till con- 
tinued her kindneſs to me : ' | 
began for my Maſters ſake to be 
more traQable ;z I promifed her 
full fatisfaftion, but told her that 
I did not dare to-venture into her 
Houſe ; ſhe offered me any other 
Rendezvousz I mentioned my 
Maſters Houſe unto her 3 he 
promiſed to find ſome Expedient 
to eſcape thither within a day or 
two; 
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two; Itook my. leave of her, 
ſealing my AﬀeQion ih the woar- 
ed manner, which ſhe accepted 
of with thoſe tranſports of, joy 
that become a paſſhonate Lover, 
I left her full of hopes and expe- 
Gation, meditating upon ſome 
Expedient bow to procure untg 
her ſelf a fate eſcape, free from 
the ſuſpition of her jealous Hus- 
band; a thing very difficult to 
find , becauſe Jealouſte hath a 
hundred Eyes, and many times 
where they ſhould not be 3 the 
leaſt ſtep abroad would but in- 
creaſe the trouble of the doating 
Fool, eſpecially it ſhe was {cen 
to-come,in ſight pf the Caſtle. 

In the Houſe, befides bimſelf, 
was an old Woman, and other 
people apt to tell Talcs of ope 

enowned fur. that they would 
willingly have, | Envy ip fuch 
cales is apt to ſpeak and jovent 
2 more 
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more than 1s agreeable to Truth. * 
The Ladies Love was not fright- 
ed with all theſe difficulties ; it 
found out a way te farisfie its 
ſelf : As her Husband was at 
Supper with her, ſhe infuſed into 
his Drink the Juice of an Herb 
that provyoketh to ſleep. After 
the repaſt they went totheir reſt, 
ſending their Servants alſo to 
theirs, ſhe had been careful to 
take into her cuſtody the Keys 
of the Door. The poor man was 
no ſooner upon his Quile with 
this amorous Woman , but he 
fell into a dead ſleep; in the 

mean whiles, ſhe riſes, and comes 

with all ſpeed up to the Caſtle: 

- My Maſter having been acquain- 
ted with all that had paſled be 

tween us, had given ofder to the 

Sentinel, not to examine too ex 

atly one in a womans habit that 

ſhould come at ſuch an _ 
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She found the Guard very fa- 
- þ vourable to her, and my Maſters 
. | Lodging far more; for he was 
, | prepared to receive her with as 
much civillity as ſhe diddefire :. 
She quickly returned muffled up, 
and Jaid her felf down by her 
drowſie Hnsband , as if nothing 
had paſled to his prejudice. 

When Women once loſe their 
honeſty , nothing can keep them 
from that pleaſure which they 
fancy ſo ſweet. This Woman 
having found ſo good entertain- 


þ | ment at the firſt , was reſolved 
ne | to make a ſecond tryal of our” - 
ne | Kindneſs. She continued to vi- 


ſit us , as often as her induſtry 
could find an eſcape, until the 
Old Mans furious Jealoufie diſ- 
bled her from walking abroad. 

Had my deſign been to make 
onqueſts in -the Empire of 
hat} Love, I think none could have 
ur. F 2 been 
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been more happy. When a 


Man is got into” the eſteem of: 


Women, his Fame reſts not in 
One or two Breaſts, but ſpeaks 
as loud, and with as many 
tongues as theſe prating Crea- 
tures. The old Citizens Wife 
had whiſpered ſame of her ſe- 
crets to her intimate Acquaint- 
ance, and they toothers, ſo that 
this good opinion of my Ability 
ſpread & incicaſed wonderfully 
in the Town ;, ir creared me mas 


ny temptations;and no little trou- F 


ble to avoid them. Had I been 
unconltant in Religion ,'I had 
made great advantage in this 
place of the Wbmehs Kindnel 
to me z but here 1 could not fir 
without Apoſtacy ,  'which wa 
too big a Morſel for my Conſct 
ence to ſwallow. That which 
was the moſt powerful temprati 
on, was offered to me by a rich 
Heireſs, 
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Heireſs, widow to a former Hus- 
band, of the moſt conſiderable 
amongſt the Citizens 3 ſhe ſent to 
know from my Maſter whether 
he would part with me for any 
Money ; he anſwered , that he 
could not ſell me becauſe I had 
deſerved my Freedom, and that 
he had promiſed it unto me, 
When Gold (which finds in ma- 
ny places but a faint reſiſtance) 
would not do, another Expedi- 
ent was ſet on foot; a Gentle- 


man, or an Arabiez Zidi addreft 


himſelf to my Maſter and me ſe- 
verally, telling us his buſineſs in 
ſhort, That there was a rich Wi- 
dow, no leſs handſom, without 
Charge of Children, that was 
defirous to make me her Hus- 
band, and to give me all her E- 
ſtateif I would become Mahume- 
ten, and remain in that place. 
My Maſter hearkened to this

Propoſition for the Love he had 
for me,& beganto exaggerate my 
good Fortune, and the happineſs 
that was offered to me, wiſhing 
me to accept of it, and not to 
ſuffer fo great a loſs for the Fan« 
cy of Religion. My firſt Reſo- 
lution was to de{pile all theſe Ot- 
fers, and to prefer the Life of a 
Slave with Honour, and my Re- 
ligion before the greateſt Riches 
and the moſt pieaſant Life : I 
remained ſtill in it. All my 
Maſters periwaſions could not * 
ſhake me from it, when I conf- 
dered within my felt ſuch an aCti- 
on, to deny my Saviour that re- 
deemed me, to deſpiſe his Bloud, 
torenounce all intereſt in him, to 
abjure his Truth, that I knew to 
be ſuch, and own an Impoſtor 
( Mahomet ) ; to prefer him and 
his Diabolical Religion before 
that which Chriſt hath _ 

co, 
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ed, this ation appeared vnto me 
with ſuch an horrid Aſpect that I 
was frighted from the very 
thoughts of it: All the Advan- 
tages propoſed to me, the valt 
Riches & Revenues could make 
no Impreflion upon my ſpirit; I 
foreſaw allo that if I ever did in- 
gage my ſelf in that Countrey by 
eſpouling ſo great an intereſt in 
it, Iſhould with more difficulty 
bring to paſs my eſcape, and that 
inltead of purchaling my Liber- 
ty at ſuch a dear rate, I ſhould 


; but enſlave my (elf more, and in 


ſucha manner, that there-would 
be ſmall*hopes left of ſeeing a- 


. gain my Native Soil. Thelc 


Conſiderations preſerved my 
mind from this powertu} temp- 
tation, that wanted not Art, In- 
duſtry and Power to ſecond it; 
but when my Malter ſaw my dil- 
polition, and how unpleaſing the 
| change 
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change of Religion was to me, he 
delired them never to mention 
unto me ſuch a matter again. He 
would never after ſuffer any ſuch 
Propofition to be made to me, 
wiſhing that I mightlive and die 
mit. By that I perceived that 
he was inclined to favourChriſt- 
an Religion, and that Renegades 
are never grateful to the Turks, 
althongh they embrace their Pro- 
feſſton 5 Unconſtancy and Infde- 
lity are odious to them alſo that 
receive a benefit by the Traitors. 
My refuſal did diſappoint the 
Mooriſh Lady, but did nbt put a 
ſtop to her proceedings 3 ſhe 
imagined all the ways poſſible to 
enjoy what ſhe ſo paſſionately 
deſired. She contrived the means 
to ſpeak to me her ſelf privately ; 
ſhe laboured to trepan me, and 
drive me to a neceſſity of burn- 
ing or turning, hoping to obtain 

more 
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more eaſily her end ; but all was 
in vain ; I had conſtancy enough, 
and was ſufficiently wary, to fru- 
ſtrate all her undertakings. 

When (he ſaw her (elf diſap-

Joſt by death his Wife , whic 
during her life he was ſcarce able 
to maintain. The Moriſco Lady 
acquaints him by a truſty Friend 
with her good inclinations for 
him, and appoints unto him both 
the place and time to ſpeak with 
him further about this bulincls ; 
he joyfully accepts of the Aflig- 
nation , hoping by this means to 
redeem himſelf and Children 
from extream poverty and Bon- 
dage : Art the time he comes to 
* theplace, and there meets with

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the Lady, who having diſmiſled

freely diſcovers unto him her Af- 
fetion for me, and my ungrate- 
ful Repulſe, and her Reſolution 
to beſtow her ſelf and Means up- 
on ſuch a Husband that would 
not ſearch too narrowly into her 
Actions, but that would give her 
the liberty of receiving the Vi- 
fits of thoſe perſons that ſhe lo- 
ved paſlionately. The poor 
man ſaw that what was propoſed 
to him was offenſive to his Ho- 
nour', but advantageous to his 
Purſe. In the condition he-was 
in he could not reaſonably refuſe 
the Offer, although it was pre- 
judicial to his Credit ; he was 
therefore willing to become a 
Cuckold to enjoy the Riches of 
this Widow, hoping after Mar- 
riage to behaye himſelf with her 
inſuch a manner, that he would 
IC» 
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reclaim her from thoſe idle and 
unlawful fancies : The Conditi- 
on was agreed to, and all things 
concluded on ; the Marriage was 
performed: with as much ſecrecy 
and with as little Ceremony as 
was pofiible. When it came to 
the knowledge of her Friends , 
they laboured to divert her from 
it, but ſhe was fo obſtinately 
reſolved, that nothing could hin- 
der her from her deffan 3 which 
was no ſooner accompliſhed, but 
ſhe laboured to find the oppor- 
tunity ſhe ſought after; Her 
Husband kept not his word with 
her; he fell into a fit of Jea- 
loufic , that would neicher ſut- 
fer her to ſee the Air, nor me to 
come near her Dwelling; to 
that ſhe was forced to ule her 
wit , to get what ſhe had bars 
/ gained for. When the Fool! ou 
rich , he forgot his Benefactor F 
an 
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and remembred no more his en- 
mn to her, never to di- 

urb'and perſecute her for AQi- 
ons of Gallantry and Pleaſure. 
He ſeldom-met me in the ſtreets , 
but he ſought all occaſions to ſtab 
and ſhoot me, daring not to 
vent his anger upon her, be- 
cauſe of her powerful Friends , 
that were not pleaſed with the 
unequal Match. 

Whiles' I remained in this 
place, I have run ſeveral other 
misfortunes 3 many other per- 
ſons did deſire to be acquainted 
with me : I was once ſo troubled 
with addreſles , that I wiſhed 
my Face had been disfigured, my 
ſtature more conterwptible, and 
that all the promiſing Characters 
of my perſon had never appeared 
in me : At Jaſt, I made my Pa- 
tron privy to all my Afeairs ; his 
favour did wonderfully protet 

me: 
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me : None did dare to make any 


attempt upon my perſon, when 
- he had publiſhed the kindneſs he 
had for me 3 otherwiſe I had ne- 
ver returned from this City,- but 
had left my Bones amongſt theſe 
Heavthens, It is true, Idid him 
ſometimes the favour to cauſe 
him to ſhare with me in my good 
Fortune, and furthered the ſa- 
tisfaction of his Inclinations, an 
Office not ungrateful to an old 
Lover , that hath ſcarce any 
thing acceptable in him, but the 
deſire of well doing. 

During this time that we did 
ſpend in Climſan, an accident 
happened that cauſed us to make 
another Journey into the Covun- 
trey with about 1500 men. The 
King of Fez, Bembouker by name, 
(had ſent out a Party to ſtop a 
Caravan of Turks and Blacks , 
that brought a conſiderable 
quan- 


(225) 
quantity of Gold from the In- 
land Countrey to our City: 
There were near about thirty 
Cammels loaden with Gold, and 
other Commodities of Gwiny : 
It ſeems the Merchants were jea- 
lous of the intentions of the 4- 
rabs about Fez , and therefore 
had divided their Caravan , and 
ſent ſix Cammels one way , with 
the moſt contemptible part of 
the Goods , carrying the reſt by 
another , that whiles they did 
ſeize upon the leſſer part, the 
greater might eſcape out of their 
Territories. 

We had notice that a Party 
was upon the Road to wait for 
this Booty : Our Governour pre- 
ſently diſpatch'd my Maſter with 
1500 men, well armed, to watch 
them, We. could not make ſuch 
ſpeed, but they had before our 
arrival taken the ſix Cammels 
Q loaden, 
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loaden, and were driving them 
another way to Fez aſloon as 
we heard of this News, we fol- 
lowed them, and about ten 
Leagues on this fide of Fez, in 
the aſcent of a Mountain we o+ 
. vertook them 3 my Maſter was 
obliged in honour not to let 
them eſcape out of his hands, but 
to fight them, although they 
were far more in number than the 
Turks ; he therefore thought it 
his ſafeſt courſe to adyance before 
them by a ſecret way, and lay 
an Ambuſcado at the Deſcent of 
the Mountain , where a large 
Wood did ſtretch it ſelf along 
the ſides of the next Plain 3 we 
therefore took a ſmall compaſs 
about undiſcovered ; for thy 
marched very ſecure, not dream- 
ing that we had intelligence of 
all their Delignes. We arrived 
to the place before them 3 my 
Maſter 
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Maſter diſpoſed of his Compa- 
nies in ſeveral convenient places 
inthe Woods , and as the Arabs 
came up tothe middle of us, we 
then gave them a Salute with our 
Shot trom both ſides of the way, 
whiles a party of our men that 
was behind, did riſe up from the 
place by which the Arabs had 
paſled , and came riding in all 
ſpeed to them. The Fight was 
x 27fwk and bloody 3 for al- 
though they were ſurprized, they 
held out a longer while than we 
could imagin, charging us again 
and again, until there came up 
two freſh Companies of choice 
Foot, that met them in the way 
that they were to paſs. They 
were no ſooner perceived by the 
Arabs, but they began to faint, 
and think of a Retreat ; gor they 
were afraid to be incloſed; there- 
fore they all joined ina cloſe Bo- 
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dy, reſolving to break through 
thoſe ſmall Numbers that lay in 
thetr ways our men divided 
themſelves on both ſides, and as 
they paſſed, they arreſted about 
a hundred of theſe luſty Robbers, 
that fell tothe ground half dead 
with the ſhot that had wounded 
them. About 60 of our men 
loſt their Lives, and about 300 
Arabians left us their Horſes and 
Cloathing for Legacies, with our 
own Goods that they had taken. 
Our Horſe purſued the Enemy, 
but not very far for fear of a 
like Ambuſcado; the Countrey 
being proper for ſuch Tricks and 
Sratagems of War. They brought 
back with them wounded ſome 
Priſoners, and a few Horſes. We 
enquired from the Blacks & two 
of our Merchants what was be- 
come of the reſt of the Compa- 
ny 3 for we had heard how on 
ha 
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had ſeparated the Caravan ; they 
informed us of the By-way they 
had taken, reſolved to die rather 
than to quit their Goods: They 
were in number about 300 
men that came with the Camels, 
My Maſter ſent all that he had 
recovered to Climſan with a ſmall 
Guard, conducting them part of 
the way as far as Gorſelveh, a 
ſmall Town about ten miles di- 
ſtant from Climſar. 

We then marched back again 
with all the reſt of our men, to 
meet the other part of our Ca- 
ravan that was come tothe Bor- 
ders of the Province of Segelmes, 
by a ſecret way unknown .to ma- 
ny perſons. They could never 
come ſo ſecretly but the Arabs, 
(ſome were of thoſe we had beat- 
en) did lie in wait for them, ho- 
ping to meet with better Fortune 


Q 3 than

than in the former Encounters, 
and to recompenſe themſelves 
for their late Loſles. 

Our men did defend them- 
ſelves deſperately 3 but had we 
not opportunely appeared to 
their Aſſiſtance , they had been 
overpowered with the Numbers 
of Arabs & Moors, We no ſooner 
appeared among them, which was 
ina Valley, watered with (ome 
Branches of the River called now 
by the Inhabitants So#bhir, Our 
People were on the other (ide of 
the River, and the 17ors and A- 
rabs on this, between both was a 
little Ford calie tu paſs. The 
Diſpute had been long when we 
arrived ; for the Enemy did of- 
fer to paſs , and our mendid re- 
fiſt them, 

Our coming ended the Con- 
tention; for they no ſooner ſaw 
us appear, but they fled away - 
a 
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all haſte. We contented our 
ſelves to have preſerved -onr 
Goods, we did not therefore pur- 
ſue them, but marched towards 
Climſan, where our Arrival was 
joyfully expected 3 for here all 
the chief perſons of the Town 
were intereſled. This Caravar 
did enrich us, and fill the City 
with plenty of Gold, Ivory and 
other Commodities, which were 
conveyed to Argeirs and other 
places on the Sea-Coalt, to be 
tranſported by Sea to Conſtantino- 
le. - 

My Maſter and. the Chief of 
the Party that went out, were 
well rewarded for their pains; 
the reſt did ſhare amongſt them 
the Horſes that were taken from 
the Arabs, and their Cloaths, 
which were prized at a great ſum 
of Money. My Maſter had the 
honour of the good ſucceſs ; for 
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every one did attribute it to his 
wiſe Conduct and Valour. My 
Company was not unuleful to 
him; for beſides the Service 1 
did render him in the firſt En- 
gagement, I ſaved him when he 
was in no little danger of his lite 
had I not beennear to afli(t him, 
doubtleſs he had been ſent to 
convey the dead- into the other 
world. He acknowledged my 
Care and Love for him by his 
continual Kindneſs for me ; for 
he did not treat me as a Slave, 
but as a Friend, granting me as 
much Liberty. as I could de- 
fire. 

After this Expedition we re- 
mained about a year in Climſar, 
during which time ſeveral Acci- 
dents hapned ; the great Moſque 
of the City fell ro the ground 
by a terrible Earthquake , and 
frighted the reſt of the City ; a 
ew 
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few Houſes joining tothis Reli- 


gious place with their Inhabitants 
were buried 1n the Ruires. 

Two Stars of a good bigneſs 
flew over the City ; they were 
followed by ſeveral other little 
Lights 3 they met all toge- 
ther in one point, and made a 
great Star, that hung over the 
City about three days: The 
Altrologers and Negromancers 
of the Countrey were conſulted 
about the meaning of theſe Me- 
teors ; they all agreed that they 
were ligniticant and Prophetical. 
All the little Lights that joiged 
to make a great one, they ſaid 


. were leveral little Frircipalities 


that would unite together to 
compoſe a great Monarchy that 
would not favour the Turks in 
thoſe parts. 

The Inhabitants are very ſu- 
perſtitious when any ſuch Won- 
ders 
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ders do appear in the Firmament; 
they run to their Moſquets, and 
fall to their Devotions, neglect- 
ing all other buſineſs many days; 
for they never interpret ſuch 
Signes to their advantage , they 
look upon them as dreadful fore- 
runners of publick Calamities. 
The people of this place were 
ſo much the more concerned, be- 
cauſe theſe Signes did appear on- 
ly to that Region, and did hang 
over their ity in a threatning 
manner. 

Another thing very extraordi- 
nary hapned about the ſame 
time: A {trange Monſter was 
barn of a Ariſlo Woman; it 
had the Head of an Ape, the 
Feet of a Gooſe, the Body of a 
Man, the Hands like the Claws 
of a Lion; many perſons went 
to ſee it ; Several Reports were 
fpread about the Town concern- 
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ing * theſe unuſual Accidents, 
which terrified the common peo- 
ple, ſuſceptible of fear upon 
the leaſt occalion. Many Dreams 
allo were divulged at the ſame 
time by the Txrks Enemies con- 
cerning the ſame bulineſs, tend- 
ing to the deſtruction. of the 
Turks Empire in thoſe parts. So 
that there was likely to be a 
great Commotion, had not our 
Governonr kept good Orders, 
and clapt one of theſc buſie Pro- 
phets in a deep Dungeon , to ex- 
pet his Releaſe from that Pow- 
er that was to deſtroy and drive 
away the Turks; but the filly 
Raſcal would never expect that 
Hour 3 he grew impatient 1n his 
Chains, ſo that, he employed le- 
veral of his Friends to mediate 
for, him, and procure from our 


Governour his Liberty, which - . 


was granted upon condition chat 
he 
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he would be more diſcreet for 
the future, and keep his Dreams 
within the Circumference of his 
Couch. 

Our Governour could not ſo 
well order his buſineſs, but that 
the Arabs ( forward enough to 
catch at all Occaſions of ruining 
the Turks ) made ſeveral Parties 
in the Territories of this King- 
dom, aſluring the Inhabitants 
that now was the time that they 
ſhould pay nomore Taxes to en- 
tertain ehe Pride and Luxury of 
Argiers, and that if they would 
lend their helping hand, 1t was 
poſlible to recover from thence 
what they had ſent from year to 
year, 

Some, as 1t alwaies happens on 
ſuch occafions, were lo lilly to 
believe themz they formed there- 
fore ſeveral little Parties up and 
down ; they were inconliderable 
ſeparated, 
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ſeparated, but had they been to- 
gether, they might have created 
us much trouble and buſineſs. Se- 
veral Companies of our Souldiers 
were ſent out to diſperſe them. 
The greateſt Body was compoſed 
of two thouſand Horſe and Foot 
met together about ſ1x Leagues 
from C/zmſan, at a Town called 
Tezrim, Which is ſtony by fituati- 
on and Art, Theſe had killed 
ſome that favoured the 7»r4s,and 
were reſolved to wait there to 
ſee whether any more would hap- 
pily join with them. 

My Maſter was ſent out with 
a bout 1200 men only, but cho- 
ſen out of the Garriſon: We 
laid fiege to this ſtrong place, and 
at the end of fix days it was ſur- 
rendred to us by Compoſition. 
The Conditions impoſed were fa- 
vourablez the Inhabitants were 
condemned to deliver up their 


chief 


(238) 
chief Leaders, and part with a 
Sum of Money. The Leaders 
were ſacrificed to the T#rks ven- 
geance, and ſent into the other 
world to raiſe Tumults there. 
One thing I cannot omit very 
memorable in this place. At ſome 
diſtance from Tezrim, in a little 
Meadow where excellent Graſs 
grows, I ſaw the perfect Stature 
of a man Buggering his Aſs ; it 
was ſo lively that at a little di- 
ſtance I fancied they had been. a- 
live, but when I came nearer, I 
ſaw-they were of a perfect Stone. 
I enquired wherefore the Moors 
or Arabs, that naturally hate all 
ſorts of Repreſentations, ſhould 
ſhew their Skill by making ſuch 
Beaſtly Figures, odious to Na- 
ture. I was informed that this 
was never made by man, but that 
ſome body of former years had 
been turned into this Repreſenta- 
tion 
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tion with the Aſs in the very mo. 
ment of the Beaſtly Act. God 
by his power had changed the 
fleſhly Subſtances of the Man and 
of the Aſs into a firm Stone, asan 
eternal reproach to Mankind,and 
a Juſtification of his ſevere 
Judgments againſt us. 

I did further ſearch into the 
Appearancesof this Report, and 
found the Stone to repreſent not 
only the perfect ſhape, but alſo 
the colour of every part of the 
Man and of the Beaſt, with the 
Sinews, Veins, Eyes, Mouth, 
in ſuch a lively manner that no 
Artiſt with all his Colours conld 
expreſs it better , ſo that I was 
convinced of the Truth of this 
Report. I did labour to move 
t, but ſome that were in compa- 
ny did forbid me, telling me that 
ſome have laboured to tranſport 
it from thence, but could never 
carry 
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away that Monument of mans 
ſhameful Luſt: Some have en- 
deavoured to their peril ; either 
their Perſons or their Cattel, that 
did attempt it, were (truck dead 
in the place. Gods Juſtice will 
not ſuffer that to be hid or de- 
{troyed that he hath placed there 
for all to example by it. Ir is 
neceſſary that the Moors ſhould 
have ſuch ſignal Tokens of Gods 
Diſpleaſure always before their 
Eyes; for they are enraged to 
commit ſuch hlthy Actions more 
frequently than other Nations. _ 
* [ was informed by ſome of my 
Acquaintance that have been at 
Tripoly, that there is ſome ſuch 
Monument of Gods Juſtice near 
that Town about five days Jour- 
ney from it, towards the South- 


* An Account of this was Printed! 14. years 
fince under the name of Sir Kenelm Dighy. 
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Eaſt amongſt the Mountains cal- 
led Gubel, far more notable than 
this. Many of our Exgliſh proteſt 
they have ſeen fome pieces of it 
brought by the Moors to Tripoly, 
and heard it confidently reported 
in Town as an undeniable Truth. 
Some of our Merchants have had 
the Curioſity to have gone to 
that place, and they alſo proteſt 
It to be true, that in the Moun- 
tains about, five days Journey 
from Tripoly there is a whole 
Town. full of theſe Repreſenta- 
tions; ſtones repreſenting all 
manner of Creatures belgngi 

toa City, with the Houſes, In- 
habitants, Beaſts, Trees, Walls, 
and Rooms, very diſtindtly ſhap'd. 
Our people have entered into the 
Houſes, and there they have 
found a Child in a Cradle, of 
ſtone; a Woman in a Bed, of 
ſtone 3 a man at the Door look- 
R ivg 
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ſog Lice, of ſtone ; Camels 
in ſeveral poſtures, of ſtone 3 a 
man beating a Woman, of ſtone; 
two men fighting, of ſtone 3 Cats, 
Dogs, Mice, and all that belong- 
ed to the place of ſuch perfed& 
ſtone, and ſo well exprefling the 
ſeveral Shapes, Poſtures and- 
Paſſions in which the Inhabitants 
were in that time, that no En- 
graver could do the like. Some 
may look upon this .Relation as 
Fabulous, but let them enquire 
of our Merchants, and Traders 
that have been in that City of 
Tripoly, or in the Land, they 
ſhall find them all agree in the 
Confirmation of this Relation, 
The Report that runs amongſt 
the Moors is, that this Town was 
very populous and fruitful, as 
may appear by the Trees of ſtone 
of ſeveral forts of Fruits planted 
round about it, and inthe yy we 

| that 
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that retain the Forms of Gardens 
and Orchards, when the Inhabi- 
tants gave themſelves over to all 
manner of Vices, to' the great 
ſcandal of humane Nature, God 
m a moment {topp'd all their A- 
Qions, and turn'd their Bodjes 
mto firm Stone, that future Ages 
might ſee and learn to dread his, 
power. | 

Art Athens there is another 
ſuch like Figure ; a ftone repre- 
ſenting two men buggeriog ' one 
another. T know no reaſon where- 
fore we ſhould doubt of the 
poſlibility of thefe Relations, if 
we conlider the Almighty power 
of God thar canſeth alt things to 
ſabſiſt by his Tnflaence,, and can 
eaſily alter 'or change them) as it 
ſeems good to his Divine Wiſ- 
dom. Orifwe conſider the,he- 
ceſlity that Here ſhould! be. fuch 
notable Examples of Gods Ju- 
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ce perpetuated to poſterity, 
EC _ be but = ſome 
ſuch manner that it may expreſs 
his diſpleaſure in future Ages, 
eſpecially in this Countrey,where 
the People are addicted to ſuch 
like Villanies that Nature it ſelf 
abhors. From thoſe that travel 
into theſe places every one may 
better ſatisfie themſelves concern- 
ing the truth of theſe wonderful 
Examples of Gods Juſtice, much 
like that of Lot's Wife turned in- 
to a Pillar of Salt, which ſome 
GR —_— Hiſtorians do affirm 
to have ſeen remaining in their 
days. 

Wereturned after that we had | 
retaken all the Countrey that 
was revolted, with more honour 
than profitz for we did make 
war againſt a needy, poor, mi- 
ſcrable people, that had ſcarce 
ſufficient to ſubſiſt ; belides they 

do 
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do craftily hide all their beſt 
Moveables in difficult and un- 
known places when they engage 
themſelves in any Revolt, that 
they may never lament the loſs of 
the chief part of their ſubſtance. 
Sometimes hazzard brings their 
Enemies amongſt their Treaſury, 
but they are ſo ſecret that no vio- 
lence can cauſe them to confeſs 
the place where it is laid up 3 on- 
ly their Cattel and other Beaſts 

o become a Prey after the Vi- 
Qory. Intime of peace they la- 
bour to redeem them by ſtealth 
and Robbery ; for there are no 
greater Thieves than the Coun- 
trey people of this Kingdom : If 
any ſhould paſs fingle through 
their Territories, he is ſure to 
loſe his Life\and all that he hath, 
by the Peaſarits that profeſs the 
greateſt ſubniiſſion to the Turks 


power. 
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At the coming of the Army 
from | Argzers, We: took our Bag 
and Baggage, and returned to 
that, Maritine City.:. My Maſter 
was prown very rich and power- 
fal, he bad got- (belides a great 
eſteem which the good Services 
that he had rendered deſerved) 
much Wealth, According to his 
Promiſe he gave me my Liberty, 
and and a ſum of Money to carry 
me home. I met theo with a 
French Veſlel of Marſeilles in the 
Harbour ; in it lembarked, and 
failed Into France.

and how to. turn out of the 
Streights-Mouth the Wind be- 
ing Weſterly : Communicated by 
the Induſtrions and Experienced 
Seaman, Richard Norris. 


T Tangier, and Tariffe, a 
South-weſt and by South 
Moon make a full Sea on 
the ſhore; but in all 

= of the Streights-month the 
lood runs until a Weſt and by 

South-Moon, all the Weſt -part 

of the S$treights-month hath the 

Flood out of the Weft, which 

runs in from Cape Sprat, and 

Cape Traffalgar on each fide a- 

long by the ſhore much ſtronger 

than 'in the middle to the Eaſt- 
ward, as faras Cape Cabrita on 
the Spaniſhſide, and Apes Hill on 
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the Barbary fide, and at thoſe 
two points meets with the Flood, 
that cometh out of the North- 
caſt,about the point of Gibraltar, 
and runs S, W. into the Streights 
Mouth all the firſt quarter flood, 
& the remainder of the Tide the 
flood ſetteth from the Point of 
Gibralttar , Weſt $. W. towards 
Cape Cabrita, atthe top of high 
water there cometh always out 
of the Weſt between the two 
Capes a Race of a Current which 
. Ipreadeth the whole Streights- 
mouth from fide to (ide, but con» 
tinues on neither ſide, ſeldom 
longer than half an hour ; but 10 
the middle of the Streights- 
month the Current runs to Eaſlt- 
ward very (troog all the Tide of 
Ebb, and the Race of a Current 
falleth always, between Apes 
Hill and Cape Cabrita at a Weſt 
and by South Moon, and at that 


inſtant 
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inſtant begins the Ebb on the 
Weſt fide of thoſe two Points, to 
run to the Weſtward ; The Tide 
of Ebb on the Spaniſh (ide runs 
from Cape Cabrita about two 
miles broad from the ſhore as far 
as the Iſland of Tariffe, and runs 
between the Ifland & the Main. 
all the Tide of Ebb along by the 
ſhore towards Cape Traffalgar, 
but on the South fide of the 
Ifland the Ebb runs very narrow 
except it be ina Set of fair Wea- 
ther. The Tide of Ebb on the 
Barbary (ide runs from Apes Hid/, 
but narrow along the ſhore as far 
as the point Alcaſar, but on the 
Weſt tide of that point thwart 
of the Bay, the Tide runs about 
three miles broad, and at Cape 
Malabata which is the Eaſtmoſt 
point of the Bay of Targier,about 
two miles broad, and ſo conti- 
nues to the Weſtward out to 

Cape 
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Cape Sprat, and from thence the 
Ebb runs South Weſt along the 
ſhore, towards Sally : The Ebb to 
the Eaſtward of Cape Cabrita & 
Apes Hill is begun by the afore- 
faid Race of a Current, which 
ſpreadeth from one fide to the 
other, between Gibraltar and 
Senta Point, and runs in Eaſt 
North eaſt in the middle, and 
from the Point of Apes-Hill ro 
the Point of Seuta along the 
ſhore all the firſt half Tide; and 
the remaining halt Tide,the Cur- 
rent runs from Cape Cabrita, Eaſt 
South-eaſt, into the Streights by 
the Point of Sexta; and from the 
Point of Gibraltar, the firſt half 
Ebb runs North-Eaſt into the 
Streights towards CapeFangerola, 
thwart of Cape Trafflagar, about 
three miles diſtant from the ſhore 
lies a Rock 9 foot under watar, 
between which Rock and the 
Cape, 
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Cape, you may 'fajl through 
from the Iſland of Tariffa z Weſt 
and by South lies a Ledge of 
Rocks, 8, 9, and 10 Foot under 
water , . which may be ſeen in 
foul Weather by the Breach of 
the Sea. At the Eaſt fide of the 
Itland of Tariffais a good Rode 
for a Weſterly Wind, in which 
you may Anchorbetween 20 and 
13 fathom Water in clear hard 
ground, but come not to an An- 
chor nearer to the Iſland than 13 
Fathom, becaule near the South- 
eaſt Point of the Itland is foul 
ground ; the beſt of chis Rode

ater, clear ground ; a fine di- 
ſtance from the ſhore, one third 
part of the diſtance from this 
Light-houſe towards the Cape is 
12 Fathom, the ground blew 
Clay, and that is a good Rode 
for a North-eaſt Wind, you may 
borrow on the Cape , the 
Rocks to the Weltward of the 
Capeto 5 Fathom, and on the 
Eaſt fide to 7 Fathom, a little to 
the Weſtward of the Weltern 
Point of the Bay of Gibraltar, 
thwart of a little Valley in the 
fair way between this Point and 
Cape Cabrita is a Rock 8 Foot 
under Water , and by the Eaſt 
ſide of this Rock is 12 Fathpm.

To turn through the Streights 
Mouth, the Wind being weſter- 
ly, you muſt ply to Windward 
on the Spaniſh fide from the point 
of Gibraltar, to Cape Cabrita,and 
from thence to the Ifland of Ta- 
refſa, but you muſt turnabout 
the Cape a little before a high 
' Water, that you may have time 
to make two or three ſhort 
Boards 
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Boards to the Weſtward of the 
Cape before the Race'of a Cur- 
rent comes, . out of the Wet, 
which continues but a very little 
while ; which being paſt, the Ebb 
begins to run to the Weltward, 
which runs ſo ſtrong that you 
may turn up to the Ifland in one 
Tide of Ebb, (but if you can- 
not, you may ſtop the Flood any 
where betweeen the Cape and 
the Ifland in 12, or 14 Fathom 
water ) and there you muſt An- 
chor until ſo much of the Flood 
be ſpent, that you may get over 
to the Barbary hde, to take the 
firſt of the Ebb there; and if you 
fall a little to the Weſtward of 
the Point Alcafſars, you may 
get imtothe Bay of Tanger by a 
low Water, from whence you 
may, obſerving the Tide, turn 
out at pleaſure. 
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
